A MYSTERIOUS FLYING MACHINE ON 
A NEW PRINOIPLE, 


It Is Propelled by Jets of Air and Its 

Power Is Furnished by Something Re- 

_ sembling the Keely Motor—The In- 

ventor Takes All Sorts of Precautions 

to Prevent His Secret Becoming Known 

He Hopes to Have a Captive Ship 
Ready in a Month. 


Ifthe World's Fair had been put off an- 
other year perhaps the citizen of the North 
Side or the West Side might have dropped a 
nickel in the slot, turned up his nose at Mr. 
Yerkes’ cables, the Illinois Central “ cattle 
urs,“ and the steamboats, and taking his seat 
in an airship have been whisked off through 
the upper ether to Jackson Park, arriving 
there almost before he started. 

At any rate there is one man in Chicago 
who thinks all this might have been. Not 
only does he think so, but he is preparing to 
convince others that it not only might have 
been but can be. Ina month or so he pro- 
poses to have a small airship that will actu- 
ally sail in the air at work carrying real peo- 
ple around in the atmosphere. 

This airship is entirely different in every 
respect from all other airships that ever were 
built or thought of. It is designed on correct 
mechanical principles, if the word of the in- 
ventor is to be taken, and the word of the in- 
ventor must be taken, since he will not show 
anyone his models or drawings or give any 
description whatever of his device. It can 
be said, however, that the airship has no 
balloon attachment; that it consists practi- 
cally of a plane of aluminum 10x20 feet, 
beneath which is a motor, and that it also 
has wings.

Results of Inconsistency. 


There is no doubt that the appearance of in- 
consistency on the part of the railroads has had 
much todo with keeping people, particularly 
those from a distance, away fromthe Fair. They 
do not understand the difference between tickets 
with ten days’ limit and the throwing of the en- 
tire line open to low rates. for six months with 
the scalpers meantime getting rich at the expense 
of the company.

After the conclusion of the report Mrs. 
Palmer announced that grave matters were 
to be decided, and asked that due attention be 
given.

Then he did some 
thinking, the result of which was that he said, 
„J have it.“ And he made experiments, so 


Keeley motor, or something like it, isa real 
practical thing, he says, and will develop 
power economically and surely. He can 
produce a pressure of 30,000 to 40,000 
pounds to the square inch by chemical 
action and much cheaper than by any present 
method of generating power. The reason, he 
says, that he has not placed this motor upon 
the market is that it requires more money 
than he has and he will not take any partners.

INJURED NEED HELP.

MORE PHYSIOIANS AND NURSES RE- 
QUIRED AT ONCE AT POMEROY. 


Every House Is a Hospital and Over 100 
People Laid Low by the Cyclone Are 
Being Cared For—The Dead Now Num- 
ber Forty-four — Total Damage Esti- 
mated at $800,000—Cities in Northern 
Iowa Arrange for Sending Aid- Weather 
Bureau Warnings. ; 

Pomeroy, Ia., July 8.—The dead here now 
number forty-rour. Some of the saddest 
scenes ever witnessed are being enacted here, 
and even the strongest are compelled to turn 
away from some of the sights at the City Hall 
hospital, where are the worst of the 108 in- 
jured. Every dwelling now standing can be 
well termed a hospital, as all have been 
thrown wide open and from two to eight 
wounded are being kept in each. Little 
Charles Rusen, a bright 4-year-old boy, died 
at midnight last night, enduring his terrible 
wounds to the last heroically. 

Gov. Boies is on the ground and is doing all 
in his power for the comfort of the wounded. 
Physicians and nurses are needed badly. Ten 
physicians are all that are here today. Calls 
cannot be promptly answered. The neigh- 
boring cities and towns are providing nurses 
liberally, but more are needed. 

Of the injured from twelve to twenty more 
willdie. Reports are being. hourly received 
from rural districts. It seems that the storm 
started about one mile west of 
Cherokee and followed closely the 
Illinois Central railroad, cutting 
a swathe from one-fourth to one-half mile 
wide, and completely demolished everything 
in its path for a distance of sixty miles. 
Near Fonda, Mrs. E. 8. Gordon and two 
children were killed. Near Newell, John 
Detwiler was killed and his wife fatally in- 
jured. Up in Wright County eight miles 
west of lmond John Leuben and his 
daughter were killed. The total deaths from 
—— storm thus far heard from reaches sixty- 
three, 

The work of burying the dead at Pomeroy 
has commenced. Seventeen were laid away 
late yesterday afternoon and today twenty 
more will be buried. A number of bodies 
have been shipped away. Scenes are heart- 
rending as relatives froma distance come to 
gaze into the faces of their dead. Two hun- 
dred and eight residences were swept com- 
pletely off the face of the earth, and hardly a 
residence remains untouched, and the busi- 
ness portion is so badly wreeked that it can 
be said with truth that Pomeroy is no 
more. Dead carcasses of horses, cattle, and 
hogs are being cleared up from the rubbish 
today and buried. Company G of Fort Dodge, 
assisted by companies from Storm Lake and 
Perry, are on guard night and day. 

It seems that as many fatalities resulted to 
those who went into cellars as to those who 
staid above ground, The seven churches of 
the city areal) demolished and no services 
will be held tomorrow.

STREETS OF BARABOO FLOODED. 


Excessive Downfall of Rain in Wisconsin= 
Washouts and Trains Delayed. 
BaraBsoo, Wis., July 8.—[Special.]—Never 
in the history of Baraboo was there such a 
rainfall as was experienced here last night. 
Fully five inches of rain fell within five 
hours, flooding almost the entire city, The 
principal streets looked like rivers, the water 
carrying away sidewalks, stumps of trees, 
outhouses, and the like. Mrs. Risley’s and C. 
L. Brewster's houses were struck by 
lightning, but no lives were lost. Heavy 
washouts are reported all along the North- 
western railroad, and an accident occurred 
about a mile south of Devil’s Lake, where a 
freight train was wrecked.

| METROPOLIS VISITED BY A WILD 


OHILD OF THE PRAIRIES.

Pleasure Craft Capsized and at Least One 
Person Drowned=—One. Man Killed by 
Lightning - Probably Three or Four 
Others Lost Their Lives=Train of Cars 
Blown Over, Tall Stacks Knocked Down, 
and Many Buildings Demolished by the 
Wind—Deluge of Rain. 

New York, July 8.—[Special.]—A great 
black cloud swept into this city this evening 
at 6 o’clock from the northwest, and the rain 
descended in blinding sheets. It was a sort of 
an offshoot of the tornado which caused such 
loss of life and destruction of property in 
Iowa, and it carried death to at least two per- 
sons in this vicinity. They were: 


The Dead. 

CAMPBELL, MARTIN, a sewing machine agent 
of Brooklyn, killed by a thunderbolt in One 
Hundred and Sixty-fifth street. 

OBERLE, WILLIAM, of Williamsburg, drowned 
at North Beach. 

Martin Campbell and Edward E. Newell, a 
music teacher of Brooklyn, were struck in 
One Hundred and Sixty-fifth street, near Elev- 
enth avenue, at 6:15 o’clock. Campbell was 
instantly killed. Néwell was partially par- 
alyzed, but he recovered sufficiently in the 
Manhattan Hospital to enable him to start for 
home, 

The storm was especially severe at North 
Beach, on the Sound. This popular resort 
was crowded with excursionists from the city 
at 6:30 o’clock when the storm broke in a 
fury of wind and lightning. The steel smoke- 
stack of the water-works was struck at the 
first flash and fell with a terrific crash. The 
trolley-wires at a point near the car sheds fell 
down and the excursionists fled in all direc- 
tions. Six trainmen had all they could do to 
keep the frightened people at a safe distance 
from the fallen wires. Three trees were blown 
across the track, sheds were thrown down, and 
several houses were unroofed. 


Perhaps Three Drowned. 

Many excursionists were off shore in small 
boats and one, possibly three. were drowned. 
William Oberle Jr. was drowned. He was 
out in a flat-bottomed row-boat with Emile 
W. and William Siegart of the same address, 
all in the employ of the Williamsburg Brew- 
ing company. Their boat was overturned 
and the struggling men were lost to the sight 
of those on shore in the spray, which was 
lashed high in the air by the gale. The boat 
capsized off Frederick Erbe's pavilion, 
an the accident was seen from a 

vilion a quarter of a mile away. 

wo boats promptly went to the assistance 
of the 8 men. The first, manned by 
Reginuld and Herbert Morgan, sons of the late 
Matt Morgan, a well-known scenic artist, suc- 
ceeded in rescuing William Siegart. Mathew 
F. Ennis, a young lawyer, in the other boat, 
pulled Emile Siegart out of the water as he 
was sinking for the third time. The rescue was 
watched by at least 10,000 persons crowded 
in the pavilions ne shore. Oberle sank 
a moment after the t capsized. His body 
was not recovered. A high sea was runni 
at the time and the rescuers and rescu 
reached the shore with the greatest difficulty. 

It is believed an unknown man and boy 
were also drowned. These were noticed be- 
fore the storm about a mile off shore ina 
schooner-rigged craft of the catamaran order. 
It was found capsized and abandoned after 
the gale. Its occupants are believed to have 
y se drowned. The name of the boat is the 

nnie. 

Lightning also struck the sheds of the Cen- 
tral railroad station at Kingsbridge. A terri- 
ble gust of wind at the same time lifted the 
demolished sheds and hurled them across the 
tracks of the Northern railroad, over forty 
feet away. No one wasinjured. Traffic was 
delayed until the tracks could be cleared. 


Havoc at Coney Island, 


At Coney Island between 6 and 7 o’clock to- 
night the rain fell in torrents, driving the 
large Saturday half-holiday crowd to shelter. 
Awnings, signs, and razzle-dazze puzzles were 
1 The windows in the Sea Beach 
Palace were blown out and broken. Much of 
the glass fell in the amusement hall and 
caused a — among the women and children 
in the audience. The fall of the broken glass 
made a loud noise, and the building shook 80 
— many believed it was going to tumble 

own. 

The storm struck Long Island City a few 
minutes after 6 o’clock. It came up suddenly, 
and was followed by heavy gusts of wind. 
One blast was a full fledged cyclone. It 
struck the iron ship Bangalore, lying in New- 
town Creek, some distance above the Green- 
point drawbridge, The ship’s wire hawsers 

ulled the heavy piles out of the dock, and 
t swung out into the creek. The three-masted 
schooner H. Sumner was moored on the 
opposite side, and the Bangalore was only 
saved from striking the schooner by letting go 
its post anchor. It took two tugs to get the 
ship back in its berth. The mate of the Will- 
iam H. Sumner said when the wind struck his 
vessel the air was full of flying objects as 
large as a man’s body. He said they looked 
like pieces of buildings. 

The unused ferryboat Long Island City was 
blown from its moorings in Newtown Creek 
and driven ashore. A train of six Rockaway 
Beach cars was standing on a sidetrack righ 
in the line of the cyclone. The wind turn 
five of them over on their sides. One end 
of the sixth car was raised two 
feet from the track. The overturned 
cars were damaged considerably, doors, 
windows, and seats being smashed. 
After wrecking the railroad cars the cyclone 
cantered across the meadows between Hunt- 
er’s Point and Blissville. The brick chimney 
of the Blissville pumping station, seventy-five 
feet high, was scattered over a wide area. The 
iron cap of the chimney, weighing nearly a 
ton, was carried more than 200 feet away. 
The roof at the northeast corner of the station 
was raised six inches from the side wall. All 
the windows on the south side were blown in. 
1 Through a Barb Wire Fence. 


A round wooden building standing over a 
well fifty feet in front of the station was car- 
ried through a barb wire fence by the wind, 
and when it struck the earth 100 feet away it 
was broken up into kindling wood. The 
smokestack of the water-pumping station at 
North Beach was blown over. It fell upon 
the trolley wires of the Steinway railroad 
system, breaking them. This caused half the 


cars in the city to stop and hundreds of per- 


sons stood in the rain at the ferries waiting to 
get to their homes. 

Several sailboats on Bowery Bay narrowly 
being capsized. One sloop yacht 
went over. Tne three men on board were res- 
cued by men in another boat. After the 
storm an upturned rowboat was found float- 
ing in the bay. It is believed to be a bout 
seen pretty well out just before the storm. 
There was one man in the boat. It is believed 
he was drowned. The roof of the Chilton 
Paint Works at College Point, L. I., 
was blown off and carried 500 
feet ainst the side of a house. 
The trolley wires of the Flushing and College 
Point railroad were broken in several places. 
A number of yachts at College Point belong- 
ing to members of the Knickerbocker and 
Harlem Yacht clubs were driven ashore. 
Trees were overturned and 


out. 

At Plainfield, N. J., a hurricane accom- 
panied the lightning and rain. Wind blew at 
the rate of 100 miles an hour, and hundreds 
of trees were blown down. The electric light 
and telephone service of the city were crippled, 
and the city was in total darkness all night. 
Several houses were unroofed. It is reported 
that two men who lived on the outskirts of 
Plainfield were killed by the wall of a partly 
completed house falling upon them. 

The electric light lines in lower Je City 
were destroyed and many stores were left in 
total darkness. Trees and telegraph and tele. 
phone wires blown down and communi- 
cation by wire was interrupted.

Mowrreat, July 8.—[Special.]—While the 
big Christian Endeavor convention was meet-.

Large crowds gathered on the streets and the 
police had to parade the streets to keep or- 
der. Several of the ringleaders were arrested. 
The attack on the meeting, which was 
undoubtedly caused by the thoughtless 
words of an irresponsible ker, is de- 
nounced by the respectable element of the

THE BED OF THE ATLANTIC OCEAN. 


It Is More Like a Shallow Saucer than 
Like a Basin. 

Proceeding westward from the Irish coast 
the ocean bed deepens gradually; in fact, for 
the first 230 miles the gradient is but six feet 
to the mile. In the next twenty miles, how- 
ever, the fall 1s over 9,000 feet, and so precip- 
itous is the sudden descent that in many 
places depths of 1,200 to 1,600 fathoms 
are encountered in close proximity to the 
100-fathom line. With the depth of 1,800 
to 2,000 fathoms the sea bed of this part of 
the Atlantic becomes a slightly undulating 
plain, whose gradients are so light that they 
show but little alteration of depth for 1,200 
miles, says the Nautical Magazine. The ex- 
traordinary flatness of these submarine 
prairies renders the familiar simile of the 
basin rather inappropriate. The hollow of 
the Atlantic is not strictly a basin whose 
depth increases regularly toward the center; 
it is rather a saucer or dish-like one, so even 
is the contour of its bed. 

The greatest depth in the Atlantic has been 
found some 100 miles to the northward of 
the island of St. Thomas, where soundings of 
3,875 fathoms were obtained. The seas round 
Great Britain can hardly be regarded as form- 
ing part of the Atlantic hollow. y are 
rather a part of the — banks of the 
European continent which the ocean has over- 
flowed. An elevation of the sea bed 100 
fathoms would suffice to lay bare the test

* THE NEW WELDLESS CHAIN. 


The Breaking Strain Nearly Double That 
of the Steel of Which It Is Made. 


Chambers’ Journal: Viewing the impor- 
tance of the chain industry, special interest 
attaches to attempts now being made to in- 
troduce into the market a new class of weld- 
less chain—namely: one whose links are 
formed in such a manner as to require no 
joint whatever. The strength of a chain is 
proverbially that of its weakest link; and in 
like manner the strength of the link is that of 
its weakest part—namely: the weld or joint; 
and no further comment is necessary to 
demonstrate the superiority of a chain made 
up of links having no joint or weld whatever; 
while, owing to the absence of such welding 
a cluss of steel of much carbon, and 
therefore increased strength, can be used, 
those steels which weld well being the softer 
and weaker qualities.

IT BEATS THE PENNSYLVANIA BY 
LESS THAN THREE LENGTHS. 


Result of the Great College Boat Race on 


Lake Minnetonka Yesterday~The Course 
Isa Four- Mu. Straightaway, and the 
Time Made Is 23:52, Which Is Consid- 
ered Good—Pennsylvania Gets a Trifle 
the Best of the Start, and Is Game to 
the Last. 

Minwearotis, Minn., July 8.—[Special. ]— 
The question of aquatic supremacy between 
Cornell and the University of Pennsylvania 
was settled this evening over the four-mile 
course at Lake Minnetonka. Cornell won 
again and added another lustrous victory to 


its already long string. It was one of the 
hurdest races Cornell ever had to row, and 

long odds the best race Pennsyl- 
vania ever made, Cornell was winner 
by less than three lengths of 
clear water in the excellent time of 23:52. 
Unlike so many four mile races it was no 
procession, it was a race from start to finish, 
and until the third mile was reached there was 
no picking the winner. Cornell won by better 
all around work, r blade work was clean- 
er and the men swung together with greater 
precision. Both crews rowed about the same 
number of strokes to the minute. 

The start was made at 8:25. The men 
were on the ground an hour previous to that, 
but there was a stretch of abouta mile and a 
half in the big bay too rough to row in earlier 
in the evening. Soon after sundown the 
wind dropped and Referee West ordered 
the crews into position. Cornell won the 
toss and chose the West course, 
Pennsylvania got a trifle the best of the start. 
Both crews caught the water quickly and were 
off in a trice. Cornell rowed thirty-nine 
strokes the first minute, and Pennsylvania 
only one less. - Cornell soon recovered 
slight advantage Pennsylvania got at the 
start and forty rods from the finish the two 
crews were rowing along nose and nose. Both 
were still rowing thirty-eight stro*xes to the 
minute and rowing in magnificent form. 
The first mile passed uneventfully, 
There was no e in the situation, and 
while the 1 ag a men seemed to be 
laboring over their work a trifle more than 
their opponents, their stroke was still clean 
and the boatewas traveling grandly.

THE PLAGUE AT THE HOLY CITY. 


Mecca a Most Serious Menace to the Health 
of the World. 3 

New York Tribune: The epidemic of 

cholera at Mecca is making steady progress. 

A fortnight ago the deaths daily were counted 

by dozens. A week ago they numbered 


hundreds. 
thousand matk. How much further the roll 
is to be swelled depends chiefly upon the 
number of pilgrims who remain in the 
stricken city. The local authorities can do 
nothing to stay the pestilence, It must rage 
until the population is decimated, and then 
subside like a fire that burns itself out. That 
has been the record of former epidemics, and 
there is no ground for hoping for any other 
result in the present case. e root of the 
evil lies not so much in natural conditions as 
in ignorance and fanaticism. 

Although Mecca lies in a valley with poor 
facilities for drainage and in a torrid climate 
it might, under proper administration, be 
made fairly salubrious. The soil is light and 
dry, the streets are of good width, and the 
water supply, brought from afar through a 
fine aqueduct, ig pure and abundant. There 
is, however, not a sewer nor even a well-con- 
structed surface drain in the city, nor are any 
of the houses properly equipped with plumb- 
ing or other sanitary devices. Sewage and 
offal are simply discharged into open pits in 
the middle of the stregts, there to reek, fer- 
ment, and poison the soil and air. At ordi- 
nary times, with the normal —— of 
about 50,000, the place is foul. But when in 
Zu’l Hijja, the pilgrzmage month, from 50, 
000 to 80,000 visitors are in the city, from 
all parts of the Moslem world, the majority of 
them living in the streets, it becomes inde- 
scribably vile. 

Even these conditions, bad as they are, 
would scarcely make the place the plague 
spot that it is were it not for the religious fa- 
naticism of the pilgrims. Not only does ev- 
ery Mohammedan seek once to visit Mecca, 
but when there he drinks from the holy well 
of Zemzem or Hagar’s well. This is the only 
well remaining in use in the city, all others 
having been abandoned at the opening of the 
aqueduct. Its water is believed by the faith- 
ful to possess miraculous qualities, and per- 
haps it does. But the miracle is one of vice, 
and not of virtue. A careful analysis of the 
water, made last year, shows it to be so 
contaminated by drainage from the cesspools 
in the streets as to bea rank poison. Com- 
pared with it the water supply of London isa 
model of purity. Thus, while the water of 
London contains eighteen grains of solid mat- 
ter in the gallon, that of Hagar’s well has 
more than 285 grains; and, while the former 
has no nitrites and only a trace of nitrates, 
the latter has four anda half grains of the 
two combined. Other impurities, more or 
less noxious, abound in the water at all times, 
and it is evident that when, as at present, 
thousands of pilgrims are thronging about the 
well, with many sick and dying of cholera 
among them, it becomes as active and dead! 
1 of disease as ingenuity coul 

evise. 

Now Mecca is the holy city of Islam, and 
none but followers of the Prophet are permit- 
ted even to visit it. No European power can 
exercise the least authority over it, save 
through violent invasion of the rights of a 
sovereign State. But it seems to be at least 
an open question whether such invasion 
would not be justifiable, in the name of the 
common welfare of humanity. These pil- 
grims do not belong alone to Moham. 
medan countries. any are from the 
dominions of Great Britain, of France, 
and of Italy, and not a few return 
home bearing thither the deadly infection 
acquired at Mecca. The sanitary state of the 
holy city thus becomes a matter of interna- 
tional concern, and common sense seems to 
dictate that some vigorous steps should be 
taken in relation thereto. If the Powers of 
Europe cannot compel the Sultan to make 
the city sanitary surely they can lay a rigor- 
ous embargo on pilgrimages thither from 
their own territory. In the absence of such 
an embargo of the strictest character Mecca, 
through its intercourse with the countries 
belting the Mediterranean, isa most serious 
menace to the health of the world.

Of course, Lieut, Pe will not 
be able to bring the pole back with him should 
he find it intact—at least notin time for the 
World’s Fair, but it will be a comfort to know 
that it has not been tampered with. The 
borealis will hardly be available as a check on 
our electric light monopolies, and the north 
coast of Greenland is too far removed to be- 
come available asa summer resort. Still, we 
wish Lieut. Perry well. 

If he discovers all he hopes to it will not be 
a cent in anybody’s pocket.

‘PRESENT PRIOES FOR MATERIAL AND 
| LABOR INVITE CAPITAL 


Condition of Affairs in House Construc- 
tion=With the Closing of Work at the 
Fair, Lumber, Brick, and Stone Recede 
in Value Men Are Out of Employment 
and Ready to Sign Contracts for Re- 
duced Wages=The Stagnation General. 
„This is an excellent time to build a house, 
store, or barn,” saida prominent architect 


remark. In brief they are: Material is from 
20 to 35 per cent cheaper than three months 
ago, labor is out of employment and ready. to 
work for much less than during spring, 
and financial conditions are preven build- 
ing investments. 

„There seems to be a general stagnation 
all along the building line at present,“ he 
continued. Several big architects have 
shut up their offices on account of 
the small demand for their services and 
many more are doing but little business. But 
few people are building and the result is that 
many carpenters and masons are out of em- 
ployment. During the heavy building opera- 
tions incident to the Fair the supply of skilled 
labor was hardly equal to the demand. Now 
that the South Side rush is practically over 
fancy prices have taken a tumble and the de- 
mand is nowhere equal to the supply. As a 
result material is cheaper, labor is cheaper, 
and it is a good time to build. 

The carpenters have nized the con- 
dition of affairs by reducing their minimum 
rate to 35 cents an hour and man 
claim that this price is often shaded. 
The drop in material has been pronounced in 
many lines, but probably in none so much as 
in the price of brick. The April price of 
brick was from $10 upward. ow the same 
quality can be secured for $4.50 and upwards 
a thousand. ‘Stone sells for $8.50 where the 
April price was above $12. Lumber has 
been used up at and around the Fair, and the 
reduction is only from $1-to $4 a thousand. 

One of the big reductions in the labor line 
is found among plasterers, who made from 
$5.50 to $10 a day in April, but now can 
command only from $3.20 to“ $4.

Native Hawaiians Lack Tenacity of Life 
Fatal Dread of Disease. 

Although capable of great exertion on sea 
or land the grandly muscular bodies of Ha- 
walian natives, if influenced by fright or 
dread, absolutely lack tenacity of life. In 
1853, alarmed by smallpox, thousands threw 
themselves into the water to stop the fever, 
and many diedin theact. An epidemic of 
measles a few years later proved harmless to 
the whites, but several thousand natives per- 
ished. One writer quoted by the Popular 
Science News, thinks that this ready sur- 
render to sickness is, in most cases, due to a 
definite belief in a demon whom the native 
feels working in his vitals, and whom it is 
hopeless to resist.“ 

n 1878 a native called at the — of C. E. 
Williams, an undertaker in Honolulu, and 
bought for himself and wife two coffins; went 
home, bathed, changed his dress, and was 
buried with his wife. There was no suspicion 
of poisoning. 

A native workman who had been in Mr. 
Williams’ employ for many years, admiring 
one day a showy coffin of coa wood which he 
himself had polished, strongly hinted his de- 
sire to be buried therein. 

Les, Moku, when you die it shall be your 
pahu (box),“ said the employer. But the im- 
patient Moku couldn’t endure but for one 
brief day, for he was buried within forty 
hcurs after acquiring his new possession. In 
the latter instance some emotion other than 
fear—am bition, perhaps, or avarice—seemed 
to influence the early death. 

It is nearly impossible to induce a native 
when sick, to submit to medical treatment. 
Here the power of the ey kahuna, one 
of the saving sort,is displayed: Black pigs 
are roasted-for the invalid and his friends and 
the kahuna, while communications, well paid 
for, are held with the powers above and be- 
low. There is then no limit to the fortitude 
with which the patient will endure suffering 
unrelieved. Pretending to obey the foreign 
— ge he follows the directions of the ka- 

una who, in his two-fold function of doctor 
and priest, is 17 and practicing behind 
the scenes and throwing away the mixtures of 
his foreign rival (perhaps of questionable 
* themselves). 

Thus a doomed race courts death. What 
we have now seen of character, habit, and 
surroundings of the native Hawaiians clearly 
shows that it would be impossible to exertan 
deadly influence upon these people — 
threats or their gyn fears and superstitions 
or the slightest exposure or shock. 

The processes of praying to death are as 
follows: Any native whose goods were de- 
sired,or who might otherwise have given 
cause of offense, summoned by anaana, in- 
stantly suspended his avocation, and, hasten- 
ing to the kahuna, crouched in abject submis- 
sion to his will until death took place, usually 
4 a few hours, and apparently from exhaus- 

ion. 

Frequently a kahuna repairs in person to 
the abode of his victim and places himself in 
the presence of the man, thereupon muttering 
incantations and prayers. The kahuna’s own 
favorite god is usually addressed and also 
such aumakuas and deities as are supposed to 
have been offended by the accused. The sub- 
ject sits quietly before his antagonist, takes 
no food and but little drink, and dies in a 
few days. 


For the Protection of Soldiers.

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IN A SOUTH AMERICAN CEMETERY. 


Where Mourners Are Hired, Graves Rent- 
ed, and Coffins Borrowed. g 

Arrived at the gates of Asuncion’s re- 
coleta you find women squatting on the 
ground outside, each with a few dulces. fruits, 
and flowers to sell for the consolation of vis- 
itors, writes Fannie B. Ward. But trade can- 
not be brisk, for there are never any visitors, 


except an occasional foreigner, the followers of 
funeral processions, and on the annual recur- 
rence of All-Souls’ day. Entering, you find 
a bare, unkempt inclosure—which strikes 
i ex ingly small for 
a ty, until you 
remember the grewsome custom of 
iling corpse upon corpse, of . borrowed cof- 
ns and rented graves for periods of from 
three months to three years, according to the 
means or affections of the mourners, and 
semi-annual burning of the evicted bones. 
— ps the living are so profuse in their 
use of flowers, there are few for the dead in 
this negl God’s Acre—only the faded 
wreathes of the more recently bereaved. And 
there are no trees but the useful orange, 
whose fruit the natives do not hesitate to eat 
although its abnormal lusciousness speaks of 
the decay in which the roots were nourished. 

The burial inclosure is crowded with wooden 
crosses painted black and mural tombs— 
some of the latter elaborate specimens of the 
Italian stucob workers’ art; others with some 
architectural merit, but the majority pretty 
8 representations of Dutch bake ovens. 

n the tombs of the wWell-to-do the lack of 
flowers is compensated by ugly wreaths of 
black and white beads strung on wires after 
the French fashion, which give the mourning 
relatives little trouble, not being perishable. 
They have but to place a bead wreath 
upon the grave of the dear departed 
and wash their hands of the decorative 
business for a whole year—until both fashion 
and religion demand their attention to the 
i on All Souls’ day. The simple burial 

aces of the rshow the most care—per- 

ps because in every case the poor cadaver 
beneath is only a temporary tenant to be 
resently turned out into the general pile of 
ts former friends and neighbors. Nearly all 
the black, wooden crosses have placed in 
front of them two common tin lanterns, each 
surmounted by a little tin cross, with candles 
burning inside, and scraps of white linen 
beautifully embroidered at the ends or finished 
with a deep fall of nanduti lace are draped 
around the arms of the cross. 

An old church connected with the recoleta 
is at one side of it, and on the ‘other, strange 
to say, is an Italian beer garden, where the 
sorrows of the stricken may be literally 
‘**drowned.”’ In it are fruit and flower stands, 
besides the usual booths devoted to beer, and 
the contrast between this cheerful and well- 
patronized garden of Bacchus and the adjoin- 
ing neglected and forsaken “ Field of Saints 
(Campo Santo), is something startling. A 
recent Americän traveler said of it: The 
beer garden is a very nice place, but I do not 
recollect ever before having seen the quick 
and the dead under such circumstances in 
such juxtaposition. Instead of remfading 
one that in the midst of life we are in death, 
it suggests that in the midst of death one may 
be very much alive.“ 

The richer classes decorate their family 
vaults with splendid wreaths and numerous 
candles, and stand in rows before them, mur- 
muring prayers; but you cannot hel — 
that most of them are not too much engag 
to watch the stranger’s every movement with 
insatiable curiosity. Here and there one sees 
a poor woman kneeling upon some newly- 
made grave, her face literally bowed to the 
dust, which, in true Biblical fashion, she has 
thrown over herself, uttering meanwhile 
the most heartrending shrieks and sobs, which 
seem likely to end in a fit. Naturally your 
sympathies are aroused and you yearn to go 
and mingle your tears with hers; when you 
are amazed to see her suddenly brace up, 
cease her cries, shake the dirt from her head, 
leisurely pick out another grave and fall upon 
it, in the same manner, with her face in the 
dust, beginning anew the sobs and tears more 
Mae gn | than before; and then you under- 
stand that she is a professional mourner, 
hired to weep by the hour at astated sum, and 
paid so much per sobv There are real mourn- 
ers, too, whose grief is undoubtedly genuine, 
in whose sad. eyes One reads that death is al- 
ways a tragedy, as grim and inscrutable in 
palace as in hovel. 

Let fancy picture to you the extraordinary 
scene. The crowds of barefooted, black- 
2 — women, the mumbling priests and 

ustling sightseers, the wild, pathetic music, 
cating! with the shrieks of hired mourners, 
the fragrant heaps.ef flowers, the odd shapes 
of the monuments, the quaint old church (in 
which all this time a corpse was lying), 
palms and bananas peering over the 
walls, blue hills in the distance, a wide 
vista of rolling, wooded. peaceful land- 
scape, dotted with the red-tiled roofs of cot- 
tage homes and the yellow glow of fruit-laden 
orange groves—all bathed in golden sunshine, 
2 rae — by human affection, sorrow, and 

elplessness, though rudely expressed, and 
dominated by the stern, unchangeable fact 
that the common agony is as inscrutable as 
universal, and that whatever method one may 
take to assuage his personal sorrow and show 
his faithful love for the departed the mystery 
remains as unsolved today as when the first 
man died. 


EDWIN BOOTH’S MARYLAND RELATIVES. 


Members of the Tragedian’s Family in His 
Native State. 

Baltimore Sun: The grave of Richard 
Booth is in Greenmount Cemetery alongside 
that of his illustrious son, Junius Brutus, and 
a number of his grandchildren and their 
mother. Very few living people can recall 
Richard, the eldest of the Booths, who event- 
ually found sepulcher in this city. He was 
father to two children, a son and a daughter, 
Junius Brutus and Jane Booth. In England he 
studied and practiced law, and it was said 
that his family belonged to Portugal, but left 
there and lived near London, where the name 
was translated to its English nomenclature, 
Booth. He was a great admirer of and mar- 
ried into the family of John Wilkes, the En- 

lish member of Parliament and editor of the 

orth Britton. When the then young 
tragedian came to America, in 1821, at the 
age of 25,and settled near Baltimore, the 
father, Richard Booth, soon followed, and a 
few years later the daughter, Jane, came with 
her husband, James Mitchell, and several 
children, of whom two only are living, Rob- 
ert G. Mitchell of Edenton, N. C., and 
Charlotte Mitchell Hyde of this city. 

Eliza Mitchell, now dead, is remembered as 
a useful actress. She acted occasionally dur- 
ing the early ante-bellum years of Manager 
Ford’s career and married one of his com- 
pany, William Ward, a clever actor of that 
day, who traveled for a while with John E. 
Owens and others. His father, Thomas 
Ward, wasa Baltimore manager in the for- 
ties. There Was an eccentric brother of the 
Mitchells, who for awhile was a carrier of the 
Sun and sold papers and magazines on the 
corner of Baltimore and South streets. He 
was a picturesque character in the drama of 
The Sea of Ice“ when produced by Manager 
Ford in 1855.56. Mrs. Jane Booth Mitch- 
ell died in 1853, soon after her eminent 
brother’s body was brought to this city and

Congressman John Allen's IIlustratlons o 
Negro Wit. : 
Indianapolis Journal: Congressman John 
Allen, the bubbling humorist from Missis- 
sippi, is in great favor in Washington circles, 
for he generally has a bright story at his 
tongue’send. He was regaling a crowd of 
friends with some Southern stories, and 
among them was the one which follows, one 


of the few stories of Allen's that has not got- 


ten into print:

CANNIBALISM IN THE CRICKET. 


Argentine Insects That Devour Each Other 
Freely in Times of Famine. 

Carl Berg in Natural Science: In an assem- 
blage of many crickets kept for certain ob- 
servations in a rearing drawer or box (caja 
de herborizacion) the numbers diminished 
from day to day; at last only one —not a lit- 


‘tle fattened—remained by the side of the re- 


mains of his former companions. . 

Hitherto cannibalism among the crickets 
has been noticed only among captives, but I 
am now enabled to state that under certain 
conditions cannibalism is present among 
some orthoptera in the free state, atall events 
among the locusts. 

In the summer of 1888,in which the ex- 
cessive heat and drought had brought about 
the nearly entire disappearance of the vegeta- 
tion in a good part of the country, and more 

rticularly in the broken country of Banda 
Oriental, had occasion to make a journey 
from San José to Mercedes. At one place 
Las Piedras, at which the diligence stopped, i 
noticed great numbers of locusts of the species 
Pezotetix vittiger, Pezotettix maculipennis, 
and Pezotettix arrogans, which covered 
ground and rocks. 

My attention was attracted by the fact of 
seeing around one loeust a number of other 
individuals of the same species, which were 
eating its soft parts even while it was yet 
alive and protésting vigorously. I saw differ- 
ent attacks, in which the conquerors, two or 
three at a time, got hold of the weaker mem- 
bers of their own kind, throwing them over 
and opening the abdomen in order to de- 
vour the entrails, these being the softer 
and more savory portions, since they still con- 
tained some of the vegetable food. Cannibal- 
ism here appeared in its lowest development 
and the numerous remains of those which had 
been eaten bore witness to the extent to which 
the process had been carried. 

In the face of facts of this character, it 
seems certain that nothing issacred in nature, 
when the prolongation of life, for the sake of 
the preservation of the species, is concerned.

Curious Scenes When the Evans Liquor 
Law Went Into Operation in That State 
Charleston Opposes the Executive and 
‘He Promises to Make It the Driest 
‘Place on Earth—If They Won't Buy 
State Liquor They Shall Have No Other 
m Only Sell Pare Stuff, 


Columbia Letter in the Philadelphia Nec- 
ord: In his new position as head bartender 
of the State under the now famouse Evans 
liquor law, Gov. Tillman was found today 
just where he should have been—in the great 
dispensary or official liquor store. In the 
great liquor house just outside the Capitol 
grounds everything was stenciled with the 
Governor’s name, just as the distillers and 
brewers had shipped the goods to him. 

three enormous tuns, or vats, into 
which as many grades of whisky are run as 
fast as heads can be knocked out of barrels, 
were stenciled all around with this phrase, 
constantly repeated: To Gov. B. R. Till- 
man, Columbia, S. C.“ The air was strongly 
si Foe mee with the odor of liquor. 
iquor splashed into the vats, shot out of 
the bottling machines, leaked into pools on 
floor, dripped into great oaken buckets, and 
escaped from the open mouths of thousands of 
flasks that were being supplied to the work- 
men in the labeling, corking, and sealing de- 
rtment. Over this, the greatest warehouse 
or the re? ginmill in the world, a ginmill 
the size of a State, the Governor presided. 
ow he is showing visitors how to work the 
spouts that fill the bottles. Next he is u 
stairs supervising the knocking in of the heads 
of barrels to fill the big vats. Like most good 
bartenders he drinks very seldom and not at 
all in his place of business. 

** Well, Governor,” said the correspondent 
of the Record, your law has not gone into 
general operation, I see? 7 

** Well, what the — do you expect? the 
Governor inquired. “It cannot be enforced 
inaday. It is not operative in half the coun- 
ties, but you must remember that several 
counties are dry by law and others that will 
come in have not yet done so.”’

“Active Recreation” of the Sort Recom- 
mended Here Would Kill Many. 

The Hospital: Mere walking exercise, al- 
though it is invaluable, hardly fulfills the idea 
of perfect recreation. Sir James Paget says 
good, active recreations’ ought to include 
* uncertainties, wonders, and opportunities 
for the exercise of skill in something different 
from the regular work.” The present writer 
is always looking for cricWet in the summer 
and football or, hockey in the winter and 
spring. But he cannot find a man anywhere 
above 40 years of age who will agree with 
him. Why should the literary man, the doc- 
tor, and the stock broker or the merchant not 
play cricket after 457 What is to become of 
his dinner hour? it is asked. If a better 
luncheon were taken at midday and a lighter 
dinner at 6 in the evening there is no reason 
whatever why a man of and up to 65 or 
70, should not be in the cricket field at 7:30 
and play briskly until 9 of 9:30. An hour 
and a half at cricket after a light dinner would 
make middle-aged men so young that they 
would not know themseves. Writers would 
write twice as brilliantly and business-men 
would be cleverer and keener by half.

BANK PRESIDENT STEMMED THE TIDE. 


His Presence of Mind and Check-Book 
Warded Off Failure. 

‘Those who read about runs on banks,“ 
said George M. Shelly, think only of the ex- 
citement on one side of the counter, and have 
little idea of what goes on on the other side of 
it. Some fifteen years ago I was a clerk in a 
small bank in Montreal upon which there was 
asteady run. Beyond saying with the script- 
ures, ‘An enemy hath done this,’ we could 
give no explanation for the attack, because 
the bank, although small, was in a healthy 
condition. Every large depositor, however, 
wanted his money out at once, and an hour 
before closing time it became evident that we 
could not possibly hold out unless a large 
amount of currency and coin could be ob- 
tained right away. The cashier mingled with 
the crowd and assured the loudest talkers that 
the bank would pay dollar for dollar, and 
other means were adopted to allay suspicion. 
These, however, were of no avail, and the en- 
tire staff, which was not very large, realized 
that the end was near. Just as we did this 
relief occurred in a very remarkable manner.

CIDER OIL AND ITS WORKINGS. 


Inebriating and Optimistic Effects of Sulli- 
van OCounty’s Favorite Beverage. 


Scrarton, Pa., July 1.—[New York Sun. ]}— 
Eider oil is the popular drink in the Sullivan 
County backwoods,” said a Scranton ‘trout 
fisherman, and the free drinking of it made 
the natives do some funny things while our 
party were over there whipping the purling 
trout streams last week. Every adult male 
imbibes cider oil in that interesting 
region of timber, locks, waterfalls, 
and pools, and bibulous visitors get into the 
same habit the first day they are there. Cider 
Oil is a delectable compound, and to the nov- 
ice is so deceiving that it will floor him before 
he knows it, if he isn’t careful. But the na- 
tives know just how to handle it, and itis a 
rare thing for the delicious beverage to roll 
one of them under the table. I can’t say as 
much on the part of some revent visitors to 
that section. Cider oil, as I and several other 
city for the first time

of cider to one part of whisky. The whisky 
is mixed with the cider in the fall when the 
cider is new, and by the next summer the 
liquid has become so mellow and agreeable 
that you are tempted to drink it indiscreetly. 
They told us in one place that the smaller in- 
greaient in the deceptive decoction was chea 
moonshine whisky, but it was mighty — 
even though tho United States Government 
may not have collected any revenue on it. 
One generous native put up sixteen barrels of 
cider oil last fall, and they said it was more 
than half used up by Christmas.

TURBULENT LIFE FAST EBBING AWAY. 


Dennis Corcoran, Well Known at New Or- 
leans, Dying of a Bullet Wound, 
New Ontzans, La., July 8.—[Special.]— 
Dennis Corcoran, who is at the Charity Hos- 
pital dying from a bullet wound, has been 
twice tried for murder, and was lucky enough 
to obtain verdicts of acquittal in both in- 
stances. In addition to these capital cases he 
has been engaged in a number of difficulties 
and has a reputation as a bully and a danger- 
ous man. The following he acquired led 
him into politics, and he was one of the oppo- 
nents of Mayor Fitzpatrick in his own ward.

With all his 
acts Corcoran was a warm friend of the police 
and helped them in many cases. When Chief

Heanda cotton-classer, named 
Gus Albert, were rivals for the favors of a 
retty octoroon, and Albert seemed in the 
ead.

Corcoran 
alleged that Albert shot him without any 
provocation, and it looks as if Albert will find 
it difficult to obtain any evidence of self.

CONFESS TO MURDER. 


‘SEAMAN A MILL AND WIFE THROW 


A BABE INTO THE LAKE. 


Without Seeming to Appreciate the Enor- 
mity of Their Crime They Ingenuously 
Admit It Upon Being Arrested at Oak 
Hill, WisThe Child Given to Mich- 
igan’s Waters in Milwaukee—New In- 
ventory Filed by the Assignee of Fred- 
erick T. Day. 


Mrtwavxsn, Wis., July 8.—[Special.])—The 


mystery surrounding the death of a babe, 
whose body was found in the lake a few days 
ago, was solved today by the confession of 
Seaman B. Mill, who was arrested at Oak 
Hill with his wife to whom he was recently 
married. Hisstory is that they quarreled 
over the child, and as they walked along the 
track near the Northwestern depot she said 
she would rid him of it, and threw it in the 
lake. They then took an evening train for 
Palmyra. The name of the unfortunate 
woman before she married Mill was Eva 
Roe, and she lived at Pleasant Valley. 
When taken to the station the 
man told all .the circumstances of the 
crime to the Chief and Inspector and did not 
seem to realize the enormity of the offense, 
which is murder in the first degree. The 
woman also admitted herguilt. Mill is about 
20 years old and is the son of a farmer living 
at Oak Hill, about seven miles from Palmyra. 
His wife is the daughter of a neighboring 
farmer.

Leaders Are Sounding the Government as 
to What They May Expect in Return 
for Their Support of the Army Bille 
Wednesday Private Members Will 
Begin te Make Motions<This Session 
Likely to Be Much Longer than at First 


Bertin, July 8.—The speeches that were 
made for and against the army bill in the 
Reichstag yesterday and today were of a pure- 
ly partisan character, indicating nothing of 
the undercurrents which may ultimately 
guide the votes of the several parties. Each 
speaker indicated his known program and 
avoided any reference to a compromise. Herr 
Boeckel, who leads the Democratic faction of 
the Anti-Semites, for that small party has not 
escaped division, in a speech delivered today 
suggested the terms on which his half dozen 
followers would support Chancellor von Ca- 
privi. The suggestions contained the idéa 
that if its terms were not granted the faction 
would maintain its opposition and set its face 


The best speech made today was that of Dr. 
von Bennigsen, the National Liberal leader, 
who attacked the Centrists and Richterists, 
declaring they were defeating their own pur- 
poses by the intensity of their hostility to the 
government. These parties, he said, were re- 
jecting conciliatory proposals and forsaking 
their best traditions by demanding their own 
terms or nothing. It was this attitude that 
had led to the political destruction of the 
Freisinnige party, for which Eugene Richter 
The voters, Dr. von Ben- 
nigsen added, had deserted Herr Richter at 


Herr Richter was angry at his allusion to 
the defeat of the move which he had led to 
complete extinction, and made a 
furious reply to Dr. von Bennigsen.

Uproar Over Bovio’s Speech on the Bank 
Bill, Which Is Passed. 

Rome, July 8.—The final debate on the 
bank bill in the Chamber of Deputies today 
was tumultuous, Sig. Bovio, who has been 
energetic in pressing forward the investiga- 
tion of the frauds, made the speech of the 
day. The time had come, he said, for all im- 
plicated in the bank bribery to explain their 
actions. Deputies, Senators, and Ministers 
who had soiled their hands with the corrup- 
tion funds ought now to confess and defend 
themselves if they could. The country ought 
to learn who were its dishonest servants. 

„If the Senate will appoint a new Commit- 
tee of Inquiry, continued Signor Bovio, “I 
will refrain from naming the guilty men. I 
demand, however, that the guilty men abstain 
from voting on the measure now before the 
House. If they do not I will name them. 

Riot broke loose in the Chamber as Signor 
Bovio made this threat. Some of the Depu- 
ties shouted: ‘“‘Namethem.”’ Others turned 
on Bovio with clinched fists and called him a 
boaster, a liat, and a hypocrite. Insults were 
exchanged on every side and a dozen or more 
fights were prevented only by the interference 
of a few cool men, who held back their most 
pug ua cious colleagues. After endeavoring in 
vain for five minutes to restore order the 
President of the Chamber suspended the sit- 
ting: When the dings were resumed 
Signor Bovio yielded to the importunities of 
his friends and declined to continue his 
speech, The bank bill was then passed by a 
vote of 222 to 135.

and thirty-two less than in 1890. Allowing 
$400,000 as the capital of an aver company 
admitted to Illinois the State has suffered a dim- 
inution in its insurance capacity since 1890 of 
over * 000,000. To those who do not under- 
stand the rinciples and methods of insuring 
against fire this statementwill have little preening. 
But to those who know that there is such a thing 
as a limit to the risk that an insurance company 
will assume in any one quarter or on any single 
building the assertion means that with the in- 
creaming Site of the larger mercantile establish- 
ments the merchants cannot get their insurance 
and must go — uninsured. It means less 
credit, for insurance has come to be the basis of 
mercantile credits. To take up the report again 
it shows that insurance capital in IIlinois has 
diminished $936,000 in 1892 and ten times that 
amount since 1890. The condition of the compa- 
nies is alsodeclining. The net surplus of the com- 
anies has diminished $339,971-since 1891 and 
4,757,249 since 1890. The impairment of cap- 
ital last year amounti to $70,106 has in- 
creased to $176,809, making a net impairment 
for 1892 of $106, 708. The amount of the losses 
for 1892 over 1891 was $8.185,151. The indi- 
vidual statements of the companies show 
most of them paid no dividends from the under- 
writing earnings, yet the average rate of insur- 
ance in the State increased 15 per cent during 
the year. By such increase in the rate insurance 
cost the people of Lilinois $1,793,792 more than 
the year before, yet the companies made less 
money. The risks written during the year 1891 
amounted to $1,195,861,954, divided as follows: 
1,040,667,810 fire and $155, 194,144 marine. 
he premiums received from the fire business 
equaled $13,521,766 and in the marine business

The failure of the Thirty-fourth Congress 
during its first session (which terminated 
Aug. 18, 1856). to make provision for the 
army for the ensuing fiscal year necessitated 
an extra session, which was called by Presi- 
dent Pierce and met Aug. 21, three days after 
the close of the first session. 

The differences between the two Houses in 
ae to that bill related to the amendment 
submitted by Lewis D. Campbell of Ohio, and 
was adopted by a close vote, which prohibited 
the employment of the army in the enforce- 
ment of any enactment of the Territorial 
legislature of Kansas until such enactment 
had been affirmed or approved by Congress. 
The House again passed the bill with this pro- 
vision, to which the Senate would not agree, 
and a new bill was thereupon passed and ap- 
proved without this provision, the session 
terminating Aug. 30. 

When Civil War Came. 


The next extra session was the first session 
of the Thirty-seventh Congress, and was con- 
vened July 4, 1861, by President Lincoln. It 
was called, in the language of Mr. Lincoln, 
on account of the opposition to the laws of 
the United States and the obstruction placed 
in the way of their execution,“ in certain 
Southern States named, by combinations 
too powerful to be suppressed by the ordinary 
course of judicial proceedings or by the 
powers vested in the marshals by law.“ 

The session closed Aug. 6; 1861, after pass- 
ing many important measures for the increase 
of the military and naval establishments, for 
levying a direct and an income tax, etc., both 
branches being in full accord with the admin- 
istration in respect to the poliey to be pur- 
sued toward the seceding States. 

An extra session of the Forty-fifth Congress 
was called by President Hayes and convened 
Oct. 15, 1877. This session was called on 
account of the failure of the Forty-fourth 
Congress to make the usual appropriations 
for the army for the ensuing fiscal year, the 
differences between the two Houses being the 
House provision in the fifth section of the 
bill, which imposed restrictions upon the 
President in regard to the use of troops in 
Louisiana and South Carolina, for the pur- 
pose of installing and maintaining the Pack- 
ard and Chamberlain governments in said 
States. Besides passing the army bill (with- 
out the above restriction) and a deficiency 
bill nothing of importance was done, the ses- 
sion terminating Dec. 3, 1877. 

An Important Extra Session. 


The final adjournment of the Forty-fifth 
Congress without making the usual and nec- 
essary appropriations for the legislative, 
executive, and judicial service, and 
for the support of the army for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1880, necessitated an extra 
session of the Forty-sixth Congress, which 
was convened by President Hayes March 18, 
1879. Several important measures were 
passed during this session besides.the appro- 
priation bills above named, including an act 
placing quinine on the free list, one to pre- 
vent the introduction of comtagious or in- 
fectious diseases into the United States, the 
act creating the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion, etc., the session closing July 1, 1879. 

During the session President Hayes vetoed 


1 five bills. viz.: Army and legislative, etc., 


bills, a bill to prevent military interference at 
elections, a bill making appropriations for 
certain judicial expenses, and a bill to pay 
fees of marshals and their deputies, none of 
which were passed over his veto, both 
branches of Congress being Democratic, the 
session being characterized by bitter political 
debates in both houses relating to the use of 
troops at the polls. Of the ten extra sessions 
called, the first session of the Twelfth Con- 
gress was the longest. (245 days), and the 
second session of the Thirty-fourth Congress 
the shortest (ten days). 
Incidentally, in connection with the subject 
of an extra session of Congress, it may be well 
to state with the view of correcting a popular 
misapprehension as to the cost of an extra 
session—whith has been estimated all the way 
from $200,000 to $300,000 per month— 
that a careful estimate of the miscellaneous 
expenses udded to the known actual expenses 
of an extra session brings 11 within the suin of 
$30,000 a monte, excluding the item of 
printing. Senators and Representatives, the 
otlicers of the two Houses, and quite a num- 
ber of employés, including several committee 
clerks, receive an annual compensation tixed 
by law, which is not increased. by an extra 
The additionul expense, L Er 
of such a session consists in 
8 of additional doorkeepers, 
messengers, pages, folders, laborers, ote., and 
includes the items of coal, gas, ice, etc., Over 
that required during what may be terined the 
regular sessions of Congress. 
Effect on Long Sessions, 


It still remains, however, an open question 
whether or not an extra session convened 
prior to the regular meeting of a Congress 
does not result in shortening to some extent 
the following long session, and an ex- 
amination of the record of late years 
would seem to indicate that such was 
the effect. For instance, the first ses- 
sion of the Forty-fourth Congress terminated 
Aug. 15, 1876, while the corresponding es- 
sions of the Forty-Hifth and Forty-sixth Con- 
gresses (in both of which extra sessions were 
called) terminated Jyne 19, 1878, and June 
16. 1880, respectively ; that of the Forty-sev- 
enth Congress Aug. 5, 1882. the Forty-eighth 
July 7, 1884, that of the Forty-uinth Con- 


session. 
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and the extra session of the Forty-sixth Con- 
Ps was called by President Hayes with but 
ourteen days’ notice. 


JUMPING BACKWARD OVER A HORSE. 


William Curley of San Francisco Can Do 
: This Feat Quite Easily. 

New York Sun: A man who can jump back- 
ward over a horse fifteen hands high must 
truly be a phenomenon. It is hard to believe 
that such an athletic narvel is in existence, 
but according to the San Francisco papers 
there is a young man out there who is more 
like a rubber ball than anything else. His 
jumping has caused universal comment and 
his various feats are regarded as little short of 
miraculous. 

The wonder's name is William Curley. He 
keeps a small saloon near the City and County 
Hospital, at Potrero avenue and Twenty-sec- 
ond street, San Francisco. His place isa 
sporting resort where medical students con- 
gregate and drink the foaming amber. Cur- 
ley was born in Frisco twenty-eight years ago. 
He has always lived there with the exception 
of a trip to Australia a few years ago. He is 
5 feet 11 inches tall, and his usual weight is 
about 190 poun He has been jumping 
more or less all his life. 

party of skeptics visited Curley recently 
in order to find out whether the stories of his 
remarkable powers were true or not. They 
found him behind his bar ready to attend to 
them. When he learned their mission he was 
only too pleased to show what he could do. 

Curley came out from behind the bar with 
his every-day elothes on. He stood first with 
his back to the bar and then, bendi his 
knees a trifle, suddenly shot straight up in the 
air and came down squarely on both feet on 
the top of the bar. It was found that he had 
acy just a half an ich short of four feet. 

It's easy eho ve said. Most any- 
body can do a high jump. It’s easier, I think, 
to jump backward and upward than to jump 
forward and upward at the same time. I don’t 
know how hi I ever jumped. But once, 
when I felt like jumping, I tried three or four 
high back jumps, the best 5 feet 3% inches.“ 

‘he world’s record for a standing high 
jump, forwards, with weights, is 5 feet 8 
inches, held. by T. F. Kearney. Without 
weights the record is held by A. P. Schwaner, 
who jum 5 feet 3 inches June 11, 1892, 
in New York. | 

Curley does all of his jumping while stand- 
ing still, and without the use of weights. He 
claims that any man who can jump two inches 
higher than his knee — can, with practice, 
lengthen his jump as high as his chin. Hecan 
give no reason for this, except that he — 
been jumping ever since he was a boy and has 
improved every 77 ' 

Another feat excited the wonder of the 
skeptics was performed with an ordinary 
plug hat and a newly laid egg. Curley put the 
egg on top of the hat, which was placed in the 
center of the floor. He stood beside the hat and 
then sprang lightly in the air. Everybody 
thought he would crush the egg and the hat 
when he landed upon them, but Curley just 
came down far enough to crack the eggs 
shell, and then by a quick motion drew his 
feet backward, landing upon the floor on pre- 
cisely the spot from which he originally 
jumped. 

But these tricks, while wonderful in their 
way, did not satisfy the investigators. They 
wanted to have the story of Curley’s leap over 
a horse verified. They asked if he could do it, 
and he laughed as he said: 

* Certainly; I jumped over a fifteen-hand 
horse the first time I tried it. It was this 
way. I was at work in a blacksmith’s shop 
one day when a man came in leading a horse 
he wanted to be shod. We got talking about 
.and some of my friends who were 
there told the man I could stand and jump 
backward over his horse, which was exactly 
fifteen hands high. The man wouldn’t 
believe it, and when I said I could do it 
he told me I was crazy. He finally bet his 
horse against $20 that I couldn't ac- 
complish the feat, which I promptly accepted. 
I backed up to the horse, and jumped over 
the animal on may Bits 
never touching a on his 
was satisfied and I got the horse.“ 

When Curley finished this yarn he was in- 
vited to prove his words by jum ping over a 
horse that was tethered in a neighboring lot. 
He readily assented. ‘and sized up the animal, 
which was a trifle more than fifteen hands 
high, or more than five feet. Curley backed 
up to him, and, with a sudden spring, cleared 
him easily. He drew his feet up under him 
and never touched a hair, Curley landed 
right side up, and the skeptics then pro- 
claimed themselves firm believers in him.

Christ, and the beautiful line recurs to one in 
contemplating the different types of the Re- 
deemer which may be found in the Art 
Palace. The stainless marble fitly symbolizes 
those “sinless years“. ly under the 
main dome is a piece of sculpture which, on 
account of its serene dignity as well as its 
prominent position, has arrested the atten- 
tion of many groups of hurrying visitors. It 
is a life-size statue, of Christ, the right hand 
supporting on a baluster the figure of a child, 
while the left hand, pointing to the infant, 
makes application of the gold-lettered

The work is by the veteran American sculptor, 
Thomas Ball (No. 7a). The figure is marked 
by precision and conventionalism ; it is church- 
ly. The voluminous robe falls in a fashion 
strongly suggestive of the Roman toga. The 
face is reposeful and calm, with a composure 
that is almost irritating. A conscious propri- 
ety rules that countenance which has never 
been the arena of warring emotions. The face 
is faultily faultless, icily regular, splendidly 
null.“ The wavy hair is flowing to the shoul- 
ders and the beard is curly and bifurcated—all 
sculptors generally agree on this treatment of 
the head and features of Christ—and the im- 
pression made on the spectator is one of ex- 
treme formalism. Cold as the marble itself 
is the conception of the artist; love is not the 
keynote of the creation. It is a methodical, a 


mathematical Christ. 

Straying into one of the adjoining courts 
one comes toa pause before a bust of the 
Savior by William Ordway Partridge (No. 
93). It is in the immediate neighborhood of 
the plaster Shakspeare by the same artist. 
Again the traditional treatment is seen in ex- 
ternals, but a less stony face, one that wins 
the onlooker with its calm, defined beauty. 
There is nothing Oriental in these lineaments ; 
it isthe Norse type of manhood spiritualized. 
About the hair is a shadowed suggestion of the 
crown of thorns. Purity is expressed, but not 
moral force; the face.is mat that of- a doer, 
but of a dreamer. I is pleasant to remember 
such a countenance, though it is not an in- 
spiration. Ina word it isan esthetic Christ. 

In one of the alcoves one comes upon a 
plaster bust, yellowish in hue, which is a con- 
trast in every respect to Mr. Partridge’s 
work. “The Son of Man” (No.6), it is 
named. The sculptor is Max Bachman of 
Boston. The face is that of an ascetic, thin, 
almost querulous, in expression. The long 
hair falls straightly, carelessly, and the eyes 
are fixed determinedly on some distant emi- 
nence. The features are irregular, somewhat 
puny from a front view, but from a side view 
are straight. sharp, and Grecian. In this face 
is the potentiality of a fanatic; itis the thin 
envelope of a consuming soul. It is insistent 
in its claims on one’s attention; it will be im- 
possible to visit the sculptures in its vicinity 
without devoting the greater part of the time 
to its imperative earnestness, 


In the west court one is attracted by a life- 
sized statute of Christ more striking in several 
respects than that which first challenged the 
visitor in the rotunda. It is the work of the 
Brazilian sculptor, Rodolpho Bernardelli 
(No. 1, Brazil). The idea is a bold one, 
boldly executed. It is an Hebraic Chyist—it 
is unmistakably this, and nothing more. The 
full, Oriental lips, the nose, the forehead, all 
without being e erated, are eloquent of 
the race of David. Here the Savior is not a 
tong wag ; he * not an ideal of — 1 —— ; 
but he is a stro impassion popular 
pleader. He has one ‘arm stretching out with |

other protects like a the crot 
figure of the adulteress. The action is 
spirited, highly dramatic; but in it there is 
a suggestion of insolence, though this may be 
wholly imaginary. The work is extremely 
pronounced in a facial sense; it is the nega- 
tion of everything.spiritual ; it isan outspoken 
assertion of materialism. 

The most modest work of its class is Jesus 
Before the Rabbis,“ by Raoul Larche of 
Paris (No. 77, France). It is a child, not 
idealized, but simple in its perfect youthful- 
ness. It is looking to one side and upward, 
as if when questioned by the Rabbis the child 
were trying to remember something he had 
known in another world—in his Father’s 
house. In looking on this exquisite and un- 
assuming work the line of Wordsworth’s ode 
on Intimations of Immortality takes on a 
deeper meaning, 

Heaven lies about us in our infancy. 
A single garment, as plain as it can be, covers 
the child’s form. The feet are bare. There 
is no attempt to suggest the divine, saving 
that divinity which belongs to childhood.

The painters are almost as unanimous as 
the sculptors in endowing the Redeemer with 
long hair, divided beard and mustache. They 
differ in the matter of color, the Latins mak- 
ing the hair black and the Teuton painters 
preferring auburn. The points in which all 
artists are agreed are derived from the legend 
preserved by the Roman Catholic church con- 
cerning St. Veronica. | 

In the year 1854, during the pontificate of 
Pius IX., when a new dogma was promul- 
gated, certain relics, purporting to be from 
the crucifixion, were exposed to the venera- 
tion of the assembled Bishops in the Chapel 
of the Blessed Sacrament at St. Peters. 
Among the relics were the veil of Veronica on 
which, according tothe legend, the Savior 
had imprinted his features. There was much 
curiosity regarding this, but the report 
written by M. Barbier de Montault, Canon of 
the Basilica of Anagni. proved to be a disap- 
pointment to the artistic world, and perhaps 
toa portion of the religious. The Canon, 
whose report was politely sceptical in tone, 
describes the miraculous veil. It was in- 
closed in a frame of silver, pro- 
tected by a thin plate of crystal. 
But here comes the unsatisfactory part: A 
sheet of metal covers the field and leaves ap- 
parent only the figure indicating its outline. 
By this outline one is led to conjecture flow- 
ing hair reaching to the shoulders, and a short 
beard bifurcated and small. The other 
features were so vaguely indicated or so com- 
pletely effaced that it requires the liveliest 
imagination in the world to see traces of eyes 
or nose. In short, one does not see the ma- 
terial of the substance because of the useless 
intervention of the useless metal plate, and 
the place of the impression exhibits only a 
blackish. surface, not giving evidence of 
human features. 

It is unnecessary for the Canon to add that 
the pious souvenirs or fac-similes of the relic 
sold in Rome are of no iconographic value.“ 
There are relies in Rome,“ he says, such 
as this, which art and piety may demand to 
be made acquainted with, but which unfort- 
unately one may either not see, or see in- 
distinctly. They ought to be brought to the 
light of day, and not withheld from fear of 
scofling incredulity and skeptical ignorance.” 

Criticism has gone to-the extent of claim- 
ing that there never was a Veronica—that the 
name itself is a mixture of Latin and a 
Greek word vera true,“ and icon 
„image.“ The Eastern church has a legend 
very similar to this one of Veronica, the sec- 
ond é; ble taking the name of King Abjarus. 
There are, indeed, in existence certain other 
portraits of Christ that have pretensions to 
authenticity. The Benedictines of Vallom- 
brosa hyve a portrait on a panel of cypress 
wood; it is claimed that it was painted by St. 
Luke. The features are strongly emphasized, 
the face long, the eyes large and bright. with 
eyelids drooping. and arched brows. There is 
yet another portrait which is preserved in the 
Monastery of. St. Praxides, and tradition says 
that it was painted by St. Peter. All these 
portraits are of Eastern origin, and the face 
is invariably of the Byzantine type. Much 
space is devoted in the writings o the early 
Christians to the portraits of Christ. Of the 
opinions there expressed that held by Orijen 
will commend itself to moderns. He be- 
lieved that Christ had no fixed appearance, 
but that he was manifested to each person ac- 
cording to that person’s idea of human

The suffering depicted is 
too actual; for what is expected of artis not 
pain itself but its significance. 

A strikingly modern version of The De- 
scent from t oss is by Jean Beraud of 
St. Petersburg (No. 306, France). The paint- 
er has brought Calvary into our own century. 
It is moderns who have crucified the Son of 
Man. The tragedy has been consummated. 
the darkness has gathered about the cross, and 
the adherents of Christ are gathered around 
the body. Standing on the mount, and a little 
distance from the group, is a disheveled fig- 
ure of the modern socialistic type, dressed in 
the blouse of a Parisian worki an. He 
shakes his clinched fist at the underlying city 
—not the Jerusalem of old—but pe Bony 
Paris, Moscow, mg egy vou will. 
Many visitors standa long time before this 
painting and seem to be fascinated by the bold 
anachronism. Halos are around two heads— 
one around that of the dead Christ and one 
about that of “his mother—an elderly woman 
unidealized, The work shows disrespect and 
irreverence.

Beauties of French Design Displayed in 
the Art Palace. 

It has frequently been said of French 
sculpture that it is generally a higher expres- 
sion bf art than contemporary French paint- 
ing, and it is with reason if one may judge 
from the exhibits of modern French art at the 
Columbian Exposition. 

It may be an injustice to the painters who 
have exhibited in the French section to draw 
comparisons between their voluntary contri- 
butions and the exhibit of sculpture, which 
contains at least ten of the choicest 
masterpieces by Frenchmen, who would 
probably not have made so important 
exhibits had it not been with the assurance 
that their works are to ultimately find a place 
in the Art Iustitute and that they will be paid,

It is a curious fact that Mercié is not a man 
who interests himself in public affairs, but is 
a sort of artistic hermit who keeps himself 
closeted with his work and seldom reads a 
newspaper. It is also curious to note that this 
group whose subject was one most: inspiring 
to the French people and produced at a most 
appropriate time was originally designed for 
something entirely different, that wus not 
satisfactory to the artist, who is said to have 
suddenly transformed it in the short space of 
twelve days. 

Barrias Masterpiece Mutilated. 

„The First Funeral by Barrias is a mas- 
terpiece, some French critics consider it the 
masterpiece, of modern sculpture. Unfortun- 
ately it appears here in a mutilated state, but 
as in the case ofthe disfigured masterpieces of 
Greek sculpture the mutilation takes away 
nothing from the dignity of the work. It is 
refined and free from exaggeration; the fig- 
ures are shown in suspend action and 
there is no violent expression of grief. Adam 
carries the lifeless body of Abel while Eve 
walking by his side stoops to kiss the brow of 
her sog. On the other hand the expression of 
grief is not cold or conventional. One feels 
especially in the figure of Adam that the emo- 
tion is powerful but subdued. As for the 
composition of this group, it leaves noth 
to be.desired, itis simple, strong, grueeful, 
expressive. well-balanced, and presents a 
pleasing outline from every side,

AN ERA OF TRANQUILLITY, 


Alexander Dumas’ Belief Concerning the 
Earth's Near Destiny. 

A long and highly interesting letter from 
M. Alexander Dumas appears in a Paris con- 
temporary. It is in reply to a request for an 
expression of opinion on the part of the well- 
known litterateur on the new and at present ill- 
defined movements in the great centers of 
learning among the rising generation on the 
subject of Mysticism,“ and on the contro- 
versy as to whether or not this movement is 
based on a religious tendency. M. Dumas 
sums up his opinions in the following interest- 
ing profession of faith: 

The wer, whatever it may be, that 
created the world, which I eannot believe 
created itself, having up to now ~etained, 
while using us as instruments, the privilege of 


knowing why it made us and what it does with 


us. this power appearing more and more de- 
termined to keep its secret, I believe, if I may 
be allowed to speak freely, that humanity is 
beginning to cease its efforts to penetrute this 
eternal mystery. It has tried religions, 
which have proved nothing since they are 


all “different; it has consulted philoso- 
phers, who were equally unsuccess- 
ful, since they were contradictory. 


Humanity is now gomg to endeavor to over- 
come the difficulty alone by the simple use of 
its instinct and common sense, and as it has 
been placed on earth without knowing why or 
how it is about to try to be as happy as possi- 
on the means furnished by the earth it- 
self.“ 

The eminent academician foresees in the 
not very remote future an era when the use- 
less search after the eternally hidden having 
ceased people will agree to live at peace with 
one another, Dumas, who detects this 
tendency even in facts which appear to be 
most directly opposed to it, concludes: 

These armaments of all nations, these con- 
tinual menaces, this resumption of race op- 
pression, ure evil signs, but not signs of bad 
augury. They are the last convulsions of 
what is going to disappear. The social body 
resembles the human body, the malady being 
only a violent effort of the organism to throw 
offa morbid and noxious element. Those 
millions of armed men who are drilling every 
day in view of war of general extermination 
have no hatred toward those they may be 
called upon to fight, and none of their leaders 
dare declare war. An agreement is inevitable 
within a given time, which will be shorter 
than we suppose. I do not know whether it is 
because Iam not much longer for this life, 
and that the light from over the horizon al- 
ready affects my vision, but I do believe that 
our world is about to witness the realization 
of the words, Love one another,’ without in- 
quiring whether it was a man or u god who 
uttered them.”’ 


IN THE MATTER OF EATING. 


Some of the Causes and Circumstances of 
Longevity. 

London Hospital: It may seem hard that the 
man who in youth has known the pinch of 
poverty, who remembers how the cut of mut- 
ton with a supply of potatoes and greens 
searcely sufficed for a vigorous appetite, 
should find that in the prosperity of later life 
an eight-course dinner of delicacies fails to 
tempt him and that, nevertheless, his phy- 
sician warns him that the attack of gout from 
which he is suffering means that he is eating 
too much and ‘hat his diet must be lowered. 
Is life then never to give satisfaction? Must 
youth know hunger and old age satiety? 
Must the poor muscle-worker never have 
enough food to give energy to his 
frame and must the rich idler have 
so much to eat that diseaseisthe conse- 
quence? To tind the happy man, to live ac- 
cording to sweet reasonableness and know!l- 
edge is the aim of the teaching of science, and 
if to these are added the principles of Chris- 
tian communism the wealth of.later life will 
not lead to self-indulgence but to the mitiga- 
tion of the sufferings of those who want the 
means of life. One of many splendid exam- 
ples is that of a gentleman now in possession 
of a large income who in his youth lived on a 
salary of 10 shillings a week. He early made 
up his mind that to eat little and drink less 
would be his rule in life. To this resolution 
he has adhered, though fortune has come to 
him. Nearly an octogenarian he is still a 
man of untiring vigor of body and mind. 
Simple in life he dispenses his great fortune 
as a custodian for his Master, while living 
amid the refinement and cultured surround- 
ings of an English gentleman, Sir George 
Humphrey bas investigated the life histories 
of centenarians in England with the view of 
ascertaining the causes.and circumstances of 
longevity. As one reads of the habits and 
life of these men and women who attained to 
the age of 100 years and more one is struck 
by the fact that they were almost invariably 
lean people, of spare habit, and of great 
moderation in eating and drinking. Of thirty- 
seven three took no animal food, four took 
very little, twenty a little, ten a moderate 
amount, and only one acknowledged taking 
much meat. With regard to alcohol the re- 
turns are much the same, and abstemiousness 
is found to be the rule of life of these cen- 
tenarians,

Tun death of Mr. Justice Blatchford of the 


United States Supreme Court, which took 


place day before yesterday, was not unex- 
pected, It has been known for some time 
that he could not recover from the paralytic 
stroke which prostrated him early last month. 
‘He had been for eleven years one of the 
ablest and most industrious of the Supreme 
Court Judges, and for the fifteen years pre- 
ceding he had served as District and Circuit 
Court Judge. Such were his ability and expe- 
rience that it will be difficult to replace him. 
President Cleveland showed, however, by se- 
lecting Melville W. Fuller for Chief Justice 
that he was able to pick out an excellent man 
to filla most important office. It is to be 
hoped that he will be as fortunate on this 
occasion as he was then. 


ALTGELD’S FRIENDS AND ADMIRERS. 

It would be impossible to find space to print 
the names of those who have condemned the 
message in which Altgeld bid the anarchists 
imprisoned at Joliet go free and said that they 
had done nothing for which they should be 
punished. A Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States has joined with the Ameri- 


the country in denouncing the destructive and 
un-American sentiments of the Governor of 
Illinois. He has found apologists in this 
State only, and there only among those who 
expect favérs at his hands or who think it im- 
politic to speak the truth regarding the head 
of their party in Illinois. 

In the midst of this general reprobation it 
must have been pleasing to Altgeld to hear a 
shrill cry of approval from the City of New 
York. It appears from the report of the pro- 
ceedings of a meeting held night before last 
that be has friends and defenders there. 


Their names are: 


Uhlmann, Edelmann, Schwab, 
Weismann, Solatasoff, Most. 


These champions of the conduct of an 
American Governor were under some little re- 
straint when they spoke. A number of police 
officers were in the hall and 200 were sta- 
tioned near by ready for any emergency. 
From the following guarded remarks of the 
orators it is not difficult to guess what they 
would have said had they felt that it was safe 
for them to exercise what they call the right 
of free speech. 

Johann Most said with many oaths that the 
hanging of the Chicago Anarchists was assassi- 
nation, that the policemen who were killed at 
the haymarket ought to have been hanged 
long before for extortion, fraud, and black- 
mail, and that if the New York police had at- 
tempted to stop the meeting of Friday night 
they would have been as foolish as the Chica- 
go police. Mr. Edelmann said that neither 
he nor any one else knew who threw the hay- 
market bomb, but he was some ont who ex- 
ercised the last, the most sacred, the most 
inalienable right of a human being—the right 
of self-defense. He also stated that a socie- 
ty such asthe present one, “in which the 
millioas are oppressed, and the few riot in 


termination.” 

He expressed thus his opinion of the coun- 
try which foolishly has extended its hospital- 
ity to him: 

The American Republic, instead of being a 
home for the free and a refuge for the oppressed, 
is the biggest organized swindle and confidence 
game ever played on the face of the earth. 

Mr. Uhlmann rémarked that the only lib- 
erty in America is the liberty to starve to 
death, for if you ure weary of life and try to 
die in any other way the police will arrest 
you.” It is odd that these two individuals 
should persist in staying in a country of 
which they think so poorly and do not go 
back whence they came. 

All these speakers lauded Altgeld for what 
he had done and said. They declared that he 
was a true American and defined their 
meaning of the word by saying to their hear- 
ers be true Americans and thereby eventual- 
ly Anarchists.“ This definition would have 
astonished the authors of the Declaration of 
Independence and of the Constitution. 

There was one sentence, however, in Edel- 
mann’s harangue which will not please Alt- 
geld. because it calls attention to the differ- 
ence between his theories and his practice. It 
„Although Gov. Altgeld did a right 
thing, he himself is all wrong, for he is a cap- 
italist and a partner in a capitalistic society.“ 
Edelmann has learned that Altgeld is a man 
of wealth, who owns a big business building, 
for which he exacts ‘gold rentals, and that he 
** riots in stolen wealth which belongs to the 
** oppressed millions of Chicago, Evidently 
the Governor in Edelmann’s eyes is only play- 
ing at anarchy, and, like Ananias and Sap- 
phira, is holding back the cash he ought to 
divide among the brethren. There is too 
much truth in thig to make it pleasant. It 
recalls the fact that Altgeld did get several 
thousand dollars from the taxpayers of Chi- 
cago which he should not have received and 
that but for Judge Gary and his associates he 


But, notwithstanding this unpleasant re- 
mark of Edelmann’s, Altgeld may take com- 
fort in the fact that he has some friends in 
this country, that the dirty creature Most ap- 
proves of his conduct, and that Uhlmann sus- 
tains him. He may deem that an offset for 
the contempt of the rest of the people of the 
United States.

Chicago is cosmopolis, Chicago is a cit¥ of the 
world, and it is going to be governed by the ideas 
that rule the world. It is no pent-up Utica, and 
puritanical ideas cut no figure here in World's 
Fair year. Nou can’t make people moral by ordi- 
nances and it is no use trying. This ig a free 
town. I interpose no objection if the Puritans 
go to church and stay there all day and wear 
themselves to the bone on bare planks!praying 
for the regeneration of the wickedest city of the

It is true that there are some “ puritanical 


ideas regarding gambling which igfiuence 
Americans, but it was left for Mayor Harri- 
son to state that Puritans alone oljject to 
gambling. There are a great many Ifishmen 
in this city, and one among them was a boss 
gambler and a supporter of Mr. “Harrison in 
many a political campaign. But the mass of

hemians diseountenance gambling, and the 
Scandinavians look on it with disgust. What 
does the Mayor mean then by saying that as 
this is a cosmopolitan city gambling must be 
permitted? 

Can he point to any nation in the world 
where the laws or public sentiment} tolerate 
gambling as he tolerates it? He may be able 
to point to two places—Monaco and New Or- 
leans. There public sentiment may be said 
to be in favor of open, legalized gambling. If 
the population of Chicago were made up 
largely of persons who had been reared in 
those two disreputable towns, Mayor Har- 
rison’s plea in defense of gaming might have 
a shadow of plausibility. But as thé popula- 
tion is drawn from countries in all of which 
gambling is forbidden it is puerile. 

Probably what the Mayor had in his mind 
was liquor-drinking. There is a sharp dis- 
agreement on that point between what he 
calls“ Puritan-ideas’’ and those of Chicago- 
ans of foreign birth. The latter see no harm 
whatever in drinking great quantitids of beer 
on all days of the week. Public sentiment in 
the lands whence they come does not rpondemn 
it. Some of the immigrants from Northern 
Europe see no harm in the consumption of 
great quantities of potatobrandy. That prac- 
tice was not repugwant to the laws ar ideas of 
the Jands whence they came, Wherp such di- 
vergences of opinion exist, asis the case re- 
garding liquor, tolerance is demanddd, and no 
one set of ideas should be enforced/to such a 
degree as to interfere with those who hold 
other ideas. 

No class of Chicagoans, no 4 what 
their nationality, think that gaming ig right, 
and should not be interfered with. | The only 
ones who want it left unmolested are the boss 
gamblers and their subordinates, th¢ men who 
make their living out of the folly of those 
whom they tempt to their dens. The public sen- 
timent of Chicagé—of its decent people—ranks 
the gambler below the pickpocket. | And yet 
the Mayor wishes to defy that se iment in 
order to placate a few gamblers, e author- 
ities of London, Paris, Vienna, Bérlin, New 
York, and other cities in Europe and America 
take no such ground. There are pfofessional 
gamblers there as well as here, but they are 
not allowed to violate laws and ordinances, 
for the desire to suppress gambling i is & cos- 
mopolitan idea. 

The Mayor's old plea for not suppressing 
gamjng-houses was that it could nat be done. 
His successor showed that it could be. Gam- 
bling was stopped instanter by him in a city 
debauched by ten. years of Harrisonjan laxity. 
Tolerated in a sneaking way under Roche’s 
successor, gambling was stopped again under 
Washburne, to be given full swing 
now. As the Mayor cannot with de- 
cency say it cannot be stqpped he 
falls back on this other plea that ‘* cosmo- 
politan ideas call for gaming-houses. Only 
the cosmopolitanism of Monaco and New 
Orleans does so, and Chicagoans are not 
ready to adopt the most offensive features of 
those sink-holes. The Mayor is on dangerous 
ground. He should repudiate his interview, 
admit that every civilized nation | condemns 
gambling, and seek to suppress it, and say 
that he will aid in that work within the terri- 
tory where he has jurisdiction.

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SATOLLI VERSUS CORRIGAN. 

Archbishop Corrigan is again in trouble. 
That smail-minded, intolerant prelate, who 
got his position by accident and the favor of 
the late Cardinal McCloskey, has been at war 
with nearly all the able priests of his arch- 
diocese since his appointment. He appears to 
have an unaccountable jealousy of them, 
Among those specially singled out for perse- 
cution is the Rev. Dr. Burtsell, a man of great 
learning and piety. He defended Dr. Mo- 
Glyaa when charges were preferred against 
the latter, and when the decision was against 
him he appealed to Rome, where the appeal 
was sustained. Because he dared to do that 
he was deprived of his parish in New York 
City and sent toa small country town. Dr. 
Burtsell appealed to Mgr. Satolli, the papal 
legate in this country, who decided that he 
should be restored to his former parisn, and 
wrote to Archbishop Corrigan to that effect, 
saying: 

Itseems wise to us that it would be proper for 
you to restore Dr. Burtsell to the parish of 
Epiphany, and if you cannot so arrange matters 
as to bring about this result we would direct that 
you place him in some parish within your city 


limits of equal prominence and importance to 
the one from which you removed him. 


Corrigan flatly has refused to obey Mgr. 
Satolli’s order and has appealed to the Propa- 
ganda, The Propaganda doubtless will 
sustain Satolli, who is its agent in this coun- 
try, and it is possible that the Archbishop of 
New Work will be retired, unfrocked, or

DOG IN THE MANGER RAILROADS. 

It was thought last week that the managers 
of railroads west of this city had decided 
they could not longer afford to delay the offer- 
ing of transportation to and from the Fair at 


a single rate for the round trip. It was said 


they had become convinced that further 
delay in the matter might be fraught 
with serious consequences in the stir- 
ring up of popular opposition to the 
lines in addition to direct loss of business. 


But all this is knocked on the head. The com~- 


mittee appointed to report on the matter rec- 
ommended the adoption of the liberal policy, 
but the report was not adopted, and, strange- 
ly enough, the opposition to it came from men 
who have places on the World’s Fair direct- 
ory, the very last men one would have sup- 
posed capable of taking such a dog-in-the- 
manger position. 

It is time to speak out in this matter and 
let the people know where the blame belongs. 
There has been too much skulking behind the 
screen and it ought to be removed. The 
Alton, Burlington, and St. Paul are the lines 
the managers of which stood out against 
the interests of the great public wish- 
ing to visit the Fair from afar, 
and Messrs, Chappell and Ripley are 
the individuals who have achieved the un- 
enviable fame of representing two of those 
lines in the directory to the detriment of the 
Fair. But for them the movement led by the 
Wisconsin Central would have been carried. 
As it is, the resolve may be stated briefly, to 
carry passengers from beyond Kansas City 
and St. Paul at one and a quarter rates for the 
round trip and make no deduction for a dis- 
tauce of less than three hundred miles. 

So, after all, the Western lines have failed 
to set to their Eastern brethren the example 
expected of them. The arrangements made 
will somewhat increase the attendance at the 
Fair, but it cannot be hoped that they will 
bring in the multitudes that have been waiting 
for the opportunity to come to Chicago at 
rates not much higher than those voluntarily 
offered by the railroads on occasions of minor 
importance. This hold-off policy was resolved 
on in face of the requests made by represen- 
tatives of the 22,000 American exhibiters at 
the Fair, who assured the roads, through Maj. 
Pangborn, that they were anxious to have 
the people come, and that many thousands of 
people are anxious to come, but that it is 
entirely out of the range of possibility for 
them to do so unless the railroads make a low 
rate for them. 

So those who want to see the masses come 
from other States must again turn their at- 
tention and hopes to the Eastern lines. At 
present the best they can do is to make excur- 
sion rates for the round trip on special excur- 
sion trains only. But the Vice-President 
ht the Baltimore and Ohio road has 
stated by telegraph that the policy 
of his company all along has been in 
favor of such conditions as will afford an op- 
portunity for the masses to visit the Fair, and 
he has reason to believe all the Eastern lines 
are béginning to take this view. If the two 
Eastern lines, the managers of which have 
prevented ull the rest from doing their 
duty hitherto, do not yield the others 
must act independently. They cannot afford 
to set the popular wish ate defiance much 
longer. The good will and the spare cash of 
the masses will be worth vastly more to them 
than the barren honor of keeping an agree- 
ment that ought not to have been made, and 
which it is a. breach of the law to observe. 
The Baltimore and Ohio should come 
out boldly and show it is determined 
to be muzzled no longer by lines 
which have made contracts for a big business 
during the season and want to prevent others 
from getting their share. Mr. Depew. has 

now an opportunity to show the people that 
he meant what he said when he professed to 
be in favor of low rates to and from 
the Fair. If he were to prove his sincer- 
ity by deeds the opposition to low 
rates would vanish like the figures in a 
dream. The Grand Trunk and the Pennsyl- 
vunia might then take back seats while watch- 
ing the other lines move the people en masse 
to swell the attendance at the Fair, ab they 
did with the Centennial exhibit at Philadel- 
phia after the foolish policy of high rates was 
abandoned by railroad managers who held 
out as their successors do now, till the people 
have showed they must be carried at low rates 
or not at all. 


GARBAGE CREMATION. 

The disposal of garbage and other refuse by 
cremation has engaged the attention of the 
authorities at Calcutta, India, and after trial 
of more than one plan offered the Health 
officer, Dr. W. J. Simpson, visited Great 
Britain for the purpose of inspecting the oper- 
ation of “incinerators” in that country. He 
examined those in Glasgow, Liverpool, War- 
rington, Manchester, Leeds, Bradford, Not- 
tingham, Birmingham, London, Ealing, and 
Hastings. The leading results of his observa- 
tion may be of interest in Chicago. He found 
that all of the places named had experienced 
difficulty in burning refuse, and after this had 
been conquered numerous complaints were 
made of the smells proceeding from the 
chimney, so that some corporations were 
threatened with legal proceedings to compel 
them to close the works. But they persevered. 
Combustion in the furnaces was improved by 
the adoption of air-blasts and steam-blasts, 
the heated gases passing through a multitubu- 
lar boiler on their way from the furnaces to 
the chimney. This proved effectual, but there 
still remained the difficulty of destroying the 
empyreumatic gases, and experience showed 
that the only way of dealing with them was to 
burn them in a special furnace or cremator. 

This plan has succeeded so admirably that 
there are no longer complaints against the 
destructors, and they are being erected in 
central quarters of the different towns with- 
out fear of creating à nuisance. A crucial 
test was made at Ealing, a suburb of London. 
The sewage of the town is purified by means 
of chemicals before being discharged into the 
river. Thesewage sludge deposited at the 
bottoms of the purifying tanks is periodically 
removed ‘and mixed with house refuse, put 
into the destructors, and burned) If any- 
thing could produce an abominable smell this 
would, yet the vapors are sq. completely burnt 
after leaving the furnaces and before entering 
the chimney that there is absolutely no smell,“ 
and houses have been built within a few yards 
of the works. The top of the chimney is on 
a level with the first floor windows of a baro- 
nial residence on a hill less than half a mile 
away, but has never been complained of by

ators in British towns are actually run at a 
profit’ Some find the ciinkers a source of in- 
come for making mortar, tar paving, and 
silica paving slabs.

cities, or as to the possibility of doing equally 
good and clean work in Chicago. Contracts 
have been let for the erection of crematories 
in Calcutta, where the advantage to be gained.

$75,000 was set apart to pay for the erection 
of garbage srematories in this city. Nothing 
has been done beyond the spending of some 
$5,000 in the “ investigation of the subject, 
and no conclusion arrived at except that there 
is supposed to be an insuperable difficulty in 
sepurating ashes from the other filth gathered 
by the scavengers. Perhaps some light on the 
subject might be gained from a perusal of the 
reports of success achieved in the effort in 
England and Scotland. It would be shame- 


fully singular if we were unable to do in Chi- 


cago what has been done in numerous other 
places to the complete satisfaction of health 
authorities and people. 


A HALF RATE FOR A HALF SHOW. 


The Washington Post says: 

The original contention was that the Exposi- 
tion should be opened Sunday in order that 
the working classes might derive the educa tional 
benefit of its great object lessons. But if h alf of 
these great object lessons are invisible on that 
day, and the half that probably possesses the 
greater popular interest, it is manifestly unfair 
to the working men and women to make them pay 
a full rate. 

It may be too late to do anything in the prem- 
ises, but it would be no more than common jus- 
tice to give Sunday visitors a chance to see what 
there is to see at what it is proportionately 
worth. 

No person who will stop to think will insist 
that an equal price should be charged for un- 
equal attractions. Since there is less than 
half as much to be seen at the Exposition 
Sundays as there is on week days the price 
of admission should be less. Itis useless to 
tell people that what they will see if they go 
Sundays is worth half a dollar or even more 
than that. Their one unvarying answer is, 
“If we goon week days wecan see a great 
deal more for our 50 cents.“ Were a hotel- 
keeper to furnish inferior meals on one day 
of the week and yet charge the same rates ag 
on other days when he gave much better 
ones his customers would insist on a cheaper 
price for the poorer bill of fare. 

Nor is it too late to do anything in the 
premises.“ There yet remain all the Sundays 
of August, September, and October, and 
three of July. The experiment of a half rate 
might be tried next Sunday in order to find 
out whether the poorer people who cannot 
pay half a dollar but can pay a quarter and 
those persons who will not pay full price for 
a half show would avail themselves of the op- 
portunity given them. Should they go in 
great num bers, as Tue Tarsus believes they 
would, then the directors could say that their 
policy of opening the Exposition Sundays so 
that people might enjoy its educational ben- 
efits had been vindicated. As yet it 
has not been, for of the Sunday vis- 
itors now. the greater number go to the Mid- 
way Plaisance, which is not exactly an educa- 
tional institution, but nearly all of whose at- 
tractions are open Sundays. If, as has been 
asserted by some, the directors were in- 
fluenced in agreeing to pay back over a mill- 
ion dollars to.the government by the belief 
that Sunday receipts would make good that 
sum they have been mistaken signally. 
Tux Trrsune does not believe monetary con- 
siderations had anything to do with their 
action, but after the experience of several 
open Sundays they ought to see that Sunday- 
opening as managed thus far is neither an 
educational nor a financial success. 

It can be made both, however, by the sim- 
ple expedient of reducing the rates one-half 
on some of the remaining Sundays. When 
will the directors order that it be done? 


AN OLD PLAN REVIVED. 

It is stated that at the next meeting of the 
Council there wiil be presented an ordinance 
drafted by the Corporaticn Counsel requiring 
the railroads, which are so slow about doing 
away with grade crossings, to station at all 
crossings uniformed watchmen to be paid by 
them but who will be under the supervision of 
the Police Department, and also prohibiting 
the running of trains within the city limits at 
a greater rate of speed than ten miles an hour. 

The first of these provisions is excellent. 
So long as grade crossings continue the 
roads should be forced to keep at them trust- 
worthy, able-bodied watchmen with police 
powers, who can prevent people crossing the 
tracks when it is unsafe for them to do so. 
The wisdom of the other provision is more 
questionable. The object is to force the roads 
to raise their tracks by making them run at 
ten miles an hour instead of from twenty to 
thirty. It is doubtful whether it would any 
more bring the roads toterms than the em- 
bargo did England and France in the begin- 
ning of this century. The experiment was 
tried three years ago. Immediately there was 
a most surprising protest from the army of 
suburbanites, for the roads obeyed at once 
the slow time ordinance, and asa result the 
people on the outskirts were put to great in- 
convenience. 

The outcome was that the Council backed 
down with great speed, and agreed to let the 
roads run as fast as they wanted to if they 
would fence their tracks. Were another slow- 
time ordinance passed the probabilities are 
that the roads would obey it, for the present 
arrangement is not a contract. The suburban 
people would then howl more loudly than be- 
fore, thinking a certain inconvenience more 
serious than the possibility of bemg run over 
ata crossing. The Council might not back 
down, as it did in 1890, and the question 


| would be, Which would hold out the longest 


the Aldermen or the roads? In the meantime, 
a great many innocent people would suffer, 

The object of the passage of such an orili- 
nance would be to force the roads by indirect 
means to do what the city has power to force 
them to do directly. Were it certain that this 
method would be efficacious nothing could be 
said against it, but experience rather tends to 
show that it would not accomplish much and 
might mean merely a waste of time. When a 
thing can be done by straightforward means 
it is better to use them than to resort to 
roundabout methods, which may prove in- 
effectual. 


WHY THERE ARE POOR JURORS. ; 
The Chicago lawyers are complaining of the 
poor quality of the jurors in the Cook County 
courts. They say that there has been a great 
falling-off during the last few years. Some 
years ago various attempts to bribe jurors 
called public attention to the manner of get- 
ting them, and there was for a time a decided 
improvement, followed, as is often the case,

the preference in summoning jurors. It is 
not unforced. Were the laws lived up to 
there would be comparatively little trouble. 
Not all those whose names are on the poll 
ity of them would. 

It appears; however, that the laws are not 
complied with, and that for some time Com- 
missioners have been in the habit of handing 
to the jury clerk iists of the names of their 
friends who would like to get jobs as jurors, 
Persons who solicit such employment are of 
course unfit to serve. They are professionals. 


They are the men whom the Judges are in the 


habit of discharging when they present them- 
selves in the court-room and of replacing with 
others brought in on special venires. 

The present system is vicious and expen- 
sive. The jurors furnished under it are of in- 
ferior quality, and are more likely to yield to 
temptation than those who have not sought 
for places in the jury-box for the sake of the 
fees. Thecounty pays more for jurors than it 
should because of the large number of men 
who are sent adrift by the Judges, but who 
~ entitled to fees for one, two, or three days. 
It is not astonishing that the county bills for 
jury service should be so large. 

If the last Legislature really had desired to 
better the administration of justice in the city 
and county it would have amended the jury 
commission law of 1887, freeing it of some 
of the provisions which its enemies were able 
to insert in it, and have given the people of 
this county the opportunity to utilize it, A 
jury commission is needed to seeure an ef- 
fectual reform, but as that cannot be had for 
some time the next best thing to do is to live 
up to the existing laws, and select jurors in 
the manner provided by them. So long as a 
free field is given the professionals and no ef- 
fort is made to get decent citizens inte the 
jury box by those whose duty it is to attend 
to it it will be impossible to secure a satisfac- 
tory administration of justice in this city, no 
matter how many new Judges are put on the 
bench. 


NEVER HAD BIMETALLISM. 

Most of the advocates of free silver coinage 
in the United States call themselves bimetal- 
lists, when the fact is they are monometallists 
of the rankest kind, wanting to drive out gold 
completely from circulation and have silver 
the only money metal, the only standard of 
pecuniary value. Henceit is not to be won- 
dered at that they resort to false statements 
on which to base their arguments in favor of 
their pet measure. They talk of the dollar 
of our fathers’ as if the silver dollar 
of the United States was prominent in circu- 
lation in post-revolutionary times, when any 
schoolboy has the means of knowing it was 
not so. They prateof bimetallism as the rule 
in this country for more than a century past, 
when the fact is we have never had bimetal- 
lism: in the United States. Never fora single 
day have gold and silver circulated side by 
side on a real parity in this country. One of 
them always was worth more than the other, 
the result being that one set of coins circu- 
lated while the other was kept out of sight of 
the people. 

In the time of George Washington the ratio 
was fixed at 15 to 1, as recommended by 
Hamilton: At that time the European ratio 
averaged about 153¢ to 1. The result was 
that, as measured in terms of silver, the 
bullion value of the gold coin was some 3 per 
cent greater than the coin value. Hence the 
gold coins were taken for use by domestic 
goldsmiths and were exported to other coun- 
tries, and none of them passed from hand to 
hand among the people. Then, without author- 
ity of law, Jefferson suspended the coinage 
of silver, and during the thirty years following 
1805 not a single silver dollar was turned out 
from American mints. In all that time gold 
was the real money and the silver dollar a 
myth. Jefferson stopped the coinage of sil- 
ver in order to keep gold in circulation. And 
it should never be forgotten that it was 


Thomas Jefferson, the father of Democ- 


rucy. who thus demonetized silver, doing so 
not by act of Congress but by his own arbi- 
trary act. 

All the other Demeaniic Presidents who 
followed Jefferson pursued his policy with re- 
gard to silver, and even Adams, the first Re- 
publican (Federal) President, allowed things 
to run along in the same groove. Then Gen. 
Jackson induced Congress to alter the ratio, 
and it was changed to 16 ta 1 by reducing the 
value of the gold coin while retaining 
the same amount of silver in the dol- 
lar as before. On this the silver dollar rose 
to a premium of not far from 3 per cent and 
from that till the time when silver was de- 
monetized by Germany and other nations 
there were no silver dollars in circulation in 
the United States, and the minor coins were 
kept in sight by the fact that they contained 
less silver than the same aliquot part of a 
dollar. Since then the gold has been driven 
out by the silver, and would now be at a big 
premium but for the policy of the govern- 
ment in maintaining the silver coins at their 
face value in terms of gold. 

So at no time in the past have we had bi- 
metallism in the United States, and the pros- 
pect for it, in the sense claimed by its alleged 
advocates, is more remote than ever. This 
for the reason that much smaller differences of 
price give a satisfactory profit and there- 
fore determine trade movements than a few 


years ago. Asmall fraction of 1 per cent is suf- 


ficient to send millions of gold across the At- 
lantic, and much less than the 8 per cent of 
the olden time would suffice to empty the 
country of its gold if silver were the cheaper 
metal of the two. We must have a single 
standard of values, and that the gold standard, 
and then give free opportunity for the employ- 
ment of all the silver the country can use at 
its commercial value, paying a dollar's worth 
of silver to release a dollar of obligation. 


KEEP ASHES SEPARATE FROM GARBAGE. 


The health authorities of this city profess 
to be laboring under a grave difficulty in re- 
gard to the disposal of garbage by cremation. 
Fhe Health Commissioner is quoted as say- 
ing that the separation of ashes from the 
garbage is one of the greatest obstacles 
to be overcome, and is understood to 
have intimated a conviction’ that the 
people cannot be induced to make 
the separation, without which the crematory 
cannot be operated satisfactorily. On the first 
point he reasons correctly. The ashes must 
be separated from the rest of the filth, for not 
only will they not burn afresh, being a prod- 
uct of combustion, but they interfere with the 
access of the flames to other material that is 
mixed with them. 

His idea that the people cannot be com- 
pelled to make the separation is a faulty one. 
There isan ordinance giving full power to 
make it to the interest of every citizen to take 
the smali additional trouble required to keep 
the two classes of refuse separate. This 
ordinance must be enforced by the Police De- 
partment, if at all, and it is for the Mayor to 
issue orders to that effect and see that they are 
obeyed. He should instruct the police that 
it is the duty of every patrolman to 
examine conditions on his beat, when he sees

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Vacant Corner on Clark Street Opposite 
the Newberry Library to Be Improved. 

It is reported that a project is on foot for 
the improvement of the northwest corner of 
Locust and Clark streets with an apartment 
building which will be the equal of any of the 
present fine buildings of its class on the North 
Side. It is to be built by a syndicate. The 
lot which it is to occupy has a 
frontage of 202 feet on Clark and 
152 feet on Locust street.

The Plant Is Now in Course of Construc- 
tion at Waukesha, 


A syndicate of Chicago men began work 


® last week at Waukesha on a brewery plant. 


It was located at that point so that the spring 
water could be used asa basis for the beer. 
The use of such water is an experiment here 
and will be watched with interest. The com- 
pany consists of M. Thoma, who resigned 
from the position of Vice-President of the 
Peter Hand Brewery company; City Oil 
Inspector William Mangler, who will 
be the manager, and twenty of the wealthiest 
liquor dealers the city, who have 
become discontentéd with the severe restric- 
tions of the brewery trust. The concern will 
be run on an anti-trust independent basis. The 
land purchased for the brewery site includes 
four acres crossed by the lines of the North- 
western and Wisconsin Central roads, lymg 
two blocks from the Bethesda Springs and the 
saine distance from the Fountain Hduse. The 
main building will be 150x250 feet in area 
with 4 third frontage of 75 feet. 
It is of stone and brick, five 
stories high, and is surrounded by 
the necessary auxiliary buildings for outlines, 
ice- storing, and similar purposes. The archi- 
tect is August Muritzen. The cost of the plant 
complete will be $225,000. Its annual out- 
put of beer will be 100,000 barrels. It will 
be in operation Nov. 1.

MEMENTOS OF SHAKSPEARE.

So lamentably few and far between are the 
authentic relics of Shakspeare, says a Lon- : 


don journal, that considerable interest will be 
aroused in the minds of all English speaking 
peoplé by the recent sale at Christie’s of two 
apparently genuine mementos of the poet 
of all time. One is described as Shaks 
peare’s jug.” It is of cream-colored earthen- 
ware, nine inches high and sixteen inches 
round in the largest part, and is 
somewhat in the shape of a modern coffee- 
pot, It is divided - longitudinally into 
eight compartments, each horizontally sub- 
divided; and within these subdivisions the 
principal deities of the heathen inythology 
are represented in rather bold relief. It is 
stated that at the beginning of the present 
century a silver top and edging were added. 
with a small medailion of the poet, inscribed 
William Shakspeare at the age of 40.“ 
Accompanying the jug is a Malacca cane in 
beautiful preservation, four feet seven and a 
half inches in length. These two articles. it 
is declared, were bequeathed by the poet to his 
sister Joan, who married Mr. Hart; and the 
relics remained in possession of the family 
until the first years of the nine. 
teenth century. No doubt an ac: 
curately verified pedigree exists of the 
changes of hinds, if any, which these 
objects ha ve undergone since they have passed 
out of the keeping of the Hart family or their 
descendants.

HISTORY OF THE MARQUIS DE LEUVILLE. 


Remarkable Nerve and Impudence Carry 
Him from a Lowly Station. 

Kansas City Journal: To others not so 
well informed as to the real facts of the Mar- 
quis de Leuville as myself a short account of 
the gentleman may be of interest; the story 
is curious as well as instructive and by no 
means devoid of amusing features, 

Some ten years ago, at a mess dinner at 
Woolwich, about a dozen of us ‘were anxious- 
ly waiting the presence of the guest 
of the evening, the Marquis de Leu- 
ville, so that festivities might com- 
menge. Among our number was an old 
Indian officer, an Irishman of birth and 
breeding, to whom anything in the shape of 
trade was a curse and an abhorrence. At last 
there was a stirand a striking-looking heavy 
man with legs painfully too short for his 
body, strongly built, above ordinary height, 
and with a peculiar white curl emerging from 
extremely black hair, winding itself in 
Disraeli profusion acress a high forehead, 


well dressed, a diamond jeweled tobchain 


hanging at his side, entered the room. Some 
one announced the Marquis de Leuville and 
proceeded to introduce him to the other guests, 
and at last the turn of the Irishman, who was 
shortsighted, arrived, and as soon as he caught 
sight of the visitor he gasped out, amazed: 
Oliver, by George, my tailor!” Hush, my 
boy, said the genial nobleman quick- 
ly, “not a word now; I will explain 
to you after.“ We sat down to din- 
ner and found the usual measure of 
enjoyment in a perfect menu and wines of age 
and quality. There was one exception, my 
Irish friend neither ate nor drank with his 
customary appetite, but sat like a ghost at the 
feast, evidently bound up in some memory of 
his past. Personally, my impression was that 
Oliver, the tailor,“ had an outstanding ac- 
count to collect against him. I heard after- 
wards, however, that our noble guest was not 
the sometime tailor of Dublin, but his son, 
who had of course, as a boy, been often in his 
father’s store. 

I learned much of his history then. I dis- 
covered more afterwards. De Leuville’s 


cleverness and impudence were undeniable, 


but were not to be compared to the wonder- 
ful ability he possessed for self-advertisement. 
When a young man he had spent several 
years as tutor to a Russian nobleman. He 
was a master of French, Spanish, Italian, 
and Latin, a fair artist, particularly 
in charcoal, a bit of a sculptor, and he wrote 
a portion (he paid a so-called secretary $5 
a week to do the chief part) of some pretty 
verses. Among those published are some 
translations into modern Italian of Horace’s 
‘Sapphic Metre,”* the ability to carry which 
out is not to be underrated. He was a good 
rider, a splendid shot with a revolver, and he 
had the éclat, in addition, of half a dozen 
duais. Asa traveler he had crossed Italy in a 
four-in-hand, had journeyed through the great 
desert of Africa, and had spent some months 
in the United States. 

In manner he was a perfect grand seigneur 
and his courtly bow would have done no dis- 
credit to the traveling Romeo of a country 
town. A good writer and a ready and humor- 
ous conversationalist, there was in him much 
to interest anyone, and when he was an- 
nounced as Marquis de Leuville, Baron du 
Homet and de la Riviere, Seigneur de 
Migalant, de Bretiguy, and a host of others, 
there were dozens of weak women to follow 
him and to admire. Like Oscar Wilde, he 
aspired also to be a leader in the esthetic 
movement (hence his long hair) and he set 
several changes in every day attire, some of 
5 for a few days almost became fashiona- 

e, 

According to himself he was born either in 
England or Ireland, of French descent, a scion 
of the ancient line of Oliver de Lorncourt. 
The elder branch of the family becoming ex- 
tinct, he claimed, as the representative of the 
younger, to be the legal heir, and officially 
verified his title. So far as that went he was 
a man any society might be proud to wel- 
come, but that is only his own side of the 
story; the true facts will come later. How- 
ever, in 1888 a London daily sporting paper 
spoke of him as the noble Marquis, with 
high and lofty brow, whereon sits intellect in- 
contestably enthroned, with noble and gallant 
mien, the envy of one dex and the admiration 
of the other.“ 

Now for the truth. Having saved some 
money in his tutorship, the Dublin tailor had 
given his son a good education. He made a 
dashing appearance in London. The daugh- 
ter of a famous showman fell in love with the 
clever and traveled man, and lived with him 
as his wife to the disgust of her relations. At 
a fortunate time for young Oliver she went 
the way of all flesh and left him her pos- 
sessions. He got a considerable sum of 
money, and, as the rest was locked up 
in the business, he was to receive in 
addition a weekly sum of about $70, payable 
each Friday, and which continued until a 
couple of years ago, when the exhibition from 
which his income was derived became bank- 
rupt. About the time of this bequest a 
French baronial estate was in the market, the 
price including, as is not unusual in some of 
the continental States, the title of Marquis 
and some Baronies. Oliver saw a good in- 
vestment for his money, and as the first name 
of the founder of the ouse wus Olivier, his 
connection with the -family—he only wanted 
the i’’—was easily discernible. 

The procurence of the necessary patent of 
nobility was easily worked and Oliver, the 
tailor’s son, bloomed forth on the world as a 
fully fledged nobleman, the Marquis de Leu- 
ville. But the title is indissolubly connected 
with the estate, and circumstances over which 
he had no control rendering money a neces- 
ae the estates were quickly disposed of, but 

inary customs were nothing to such a Mar- 


quis. He had been a nobleman once anda 


‘nobleman he intended to remain to the end of 


the chapter. 

The widow of an Admiral seemed to offer a 

good opportunity, for she possessed some 

92 25,000 a year; but, his money being run 
through, he tried to obtain too much of the 
widow's without marrying her, until the lady 
became frightened and refused to have any- 
thing further to do with him. He tried sev- 
eral other susceptible ladies, but little success 
crowned his efforts until he met the rich 
widow of a West End carriage builder. 

She was a good friend and he was an able 
assistant in the spending of her $50,000 a 
year. Her at homes” were crowded with a 
certain Bohemian class, and the poet-painter- 
pistol shot Marquis was to them a star of the 
tirst magnitude—a veritable Prince. Both the 
lady and himself had the great failing—a taste 
for strong liquor—and well this liking was in- 
dulged. At one at home” at her pretty 
residence, The Grange,“ Kilburn, she as 
hostess and the Marquis as presiding host 
were left by the departing guests reclining on 
the floor in somnolent drunken unconscious- 
ness. On another occasion I was the witness 
ot a slight houseboat commotion on the 
River Thames at Henley regatta. 

The exhilarating effects of too much cham- 

ne had caused the gentleman to fall from 
is boat into the Thames. He was fished out 
—swimming is not amo his many accom- 
plishmehis—a — wretch, but some- 
what sobered by his bath. Necessarily the 
widow’s connection with such a man gave rise 
to much scandal, but she liked him sufficient- 
ly and honored the title enough not to mind 
that. Atthe Grand Hotel, Brighton, both 
were requested to leave, and at the Royal 
Pavilion their admittance was refused to a 
public ball. On another occasion the pair 
were turned out of the Casino at Boulogne-

The half-holiday spirit has pretty woll taken 
ancial affairs on Saturdays. The 
banks are now all losing at 12 o'clock. There is 
a little awkwardness about introducing this early 
closing plan, but it is working in an entirely sat- 
isfactory manner. Therush of business in the 
morning is of course decidedly heavy in conse- 
quence of compressing the whole day into two 
hours, but businéss-nien are generally accepting 
the half-holiday idea, and are not attempting to 
do a full day’s business on Saturddy. At the 
Stock Exchange the brokers seem hardly satisfied 
with a half-holiday, and are inclined to make it a 
whole holiday during the present dullness. Not 
over one-third the usual numberof brokers were 
at the Exchange yesterday, and most of those left 
before the closing bell tapped at 12 o'clock. 
Trading at the Stock Exchange was on an ex- 
ceedingly limited scale. Prices, however, held 
pretty firm. There is undeniable evidence of 
easier money. Itis seen in the narrow margin 
between account and regular stock and yesterday 
it was illustrated in some strong bidding for gas 
bonds. „There was an order for $100,000 gas 
light 5s. The market was bid up to 8114, but 
that bid brought out only $13,000 of the bonds. 
At the close 81'4 was bid for any part. of $50,000 
of these bonds. Brokers all agree that the banks 
are showing a more liberal attitude than they 
have before since the present finaricial trouble 
began.; It is now possible for the strong houses 
to borrow money.

This 
said that there is a falling off in the percentages 
of wheat condition of 7 points compared with the 
crop of last year, and added that the crop is now 
suffering further deterioration. 

Some of the strength in the market for hog 
product the last few days is attributed tothe ex- 
cellent demand for cash meats for shipment.

In- 
cluded in the shipments from this city during the 
week were about 203,000 pes of hams, 80,000 
pes of shouldérs, and 113,000 pes of sides.

Kennett-Hopkins’ Minneapolis correspondent

New York’s Greatest Property-Owners. 

The Astor estate will pay in taxes this year 
$420,000. This is more than the entire sum of 
city taxes collected in 1820. There is only one 
richer family than the Astors, and that is the 
Vanderbilt, which pays $608,000, but as this in- 
cludes a good deal of city railroad property the 
Astor real estate, exclusively owned by the family, 
is undoubtedly the more valuable. The Loril- 
lard family pays $131,000 in taxes, which means 
that its city property is actually worth more 
than $10,000,000, while the Jay Gould estate is 
assessed $134,000. These are the four richest 
estates in the city.

III. from the difficulties experienced in fais- 
ing supplies to prosecute the war against

nk was also to have the privtlens of keep- 
ing the accounts of the public debt, pay- 
ing dividends, issuing notes, etc., for which 
an allowance of £4,000 a year was granted. 
whole of the capital was to bé loaned to 
the government at 8 per cent. This interest, 
together with the £4,000 allowance, gave the 
bank a revenue of £100,000 per annum. At 
its very outset the bank was a servant of the 
government, and it has retained that charac- 
ter, but in somewhat diminished degree, 
through all the ages of its subsequent his- 


tory. : 

The Bank of England first issued notes in 
1695, which were of the denomination of 
£20. The £10 notes were issued in 1759 and 
the £5 notes in 1793. At one time during 
the early years of the present century notes of 
41 and £2 were issued, but in 1844 they 
were all withdrawn from circulation, and 
no notes are issued for less than £5 
and none higher than £1,000. These 
notes may be said to be the safest 
pieces of paper in the world, as under any 
circumstances the bank could pay with gold 
every one in circulation without one pound of 
the capital of the institution being touched. 

They are a legal-tender everywhere in the 
United Kingdom except at the bank itself, 
where they must be paid in gold. These notes 
are all made in the bank building and ‘when 
once paid back into the bank are never again 
issued out. After going through a process of 
cancellation they are kept for ten years and 
then totally destroyed. Large quantities of 
gold coin and bullion are constantly being 
handled and pass in and out of the bank. On 
an average 45,000 sovereigns pass over the 
counters every day. 

By the bank charter act of 1844 the bank 
was divided into two departments, the issue 
and the banking. By the sameact the debt 
then due to the bank from the government 
was stated to be due to the issue department, 
and against this they were allowed to issue 
notes without olding gold. The 
bank started with a capital, as 
stated, of 41,200,000. In two years 
this was increased to 42, 201.000. In 1710 
it was again increased to 45,560,000. On 
June 29, 1816, it was raised to its present 
sum of £14,553,000, equal to about $72,- 
700,000. No reports of the bank are made 
beyond the regular weekly statement, of which 
the following is a copy for May 3, 1893, the 
figures representing pounds sterlimg, each be- 
ing worth about $5 of American money:

From the foregoing it appears that the pri- 
vate deposits amount to a sum equal to about 
5140.000, 000, and the public deposits to 
about $26,220,000, making a total of $166,- 
220,000. Asa matter of comparison it may 
be stated that the largest total deposits now 
held by any one bank in this country do not 
exceed $28,000,000, while the sum total of 
the deposits of the sixty-four associated banks 
(total 2 560. 442,000) represented in 
the New York Clenring- House on May 13, 
1893, were $484,865.900. The deposits in

It Is the Obliteration of Expression and an 
Exodus of Intelligence. 

Philadelphia Telegraph; The term ‘* Hoke 
Smith stare“ has got to be the familiar desig- 
nation of a certain expression of countenance 
with which Congressmen have become ac- 
quainted through frequent visits to the In- 
terior Department. Hoke Smith stands next 
to Bissell in the number of callers he receives 
each day and he has a most expeditious way 
of getting through business. He has a 
way of greeting his visitors with a 
smile, giving tnem the benefit of the 
doubt until he knows they are going to 
bore him. Then he hastens to find out what 
their business is and to dispose of it as speed- 
ily as possible. By being smiling and courte- 
ous on the start he opens the way to get 
through the business without loss of time in 
suavity during the rest of the interview. If 
the case in hand proves to be one he does not 
desire to devote any of his valuable time to, 
the stare follows quickly in the wake of the 
smile, and the individual stared at n ac- 
quires an uncomfortable feeling, mich has- 
tens his departure. If the matters being 
preseed by the visitor are of a character to 
command attention the stare is later in its 
arrival on the mobile countenance of Hoke, 
but in nine cases out of ten it arrives sooner 
or later during the interview. 

The stare has individuality, but no charac- 
ter whatever, for it is a mere concentration of 
expressioniessness. The only qualities it has 
are penetration and steadfastness. Yes; one 
other quality, novelty. It is the obliteration 
of expression and an exodus of intelligence. 
It indicates an absolute doneness. It is pain- 
ful, and gives the impression of a demand or 
an appeal for something to be done, The 
only time I ever saw anything like it on 
another countenance than Hoke Smith’s was 
in traveling through the South. An old 
darky, black as coal, with white hair 
and sparse white whiskers on his chin, in the 
threadbare broadcloth of a house servant of 
ye time befo’ the wah, and a high hat of the 
block of forty years ago, stood looking into 
the windows of the Puilman while thetrain 
waited for half an hour ata junction. There 
were fifty young darkies standing, begging 
and selling berriés or dancing for money. 

They were male and female, half clad 
heathens, and the most importunate set the 
holder of a copper ever came across. But the 
old man stood apart from the rest and they 
kept from him a respectful distance. His 
dignity was impenetrable. He was too proud 
to beg. He just stood there and stared. For 
twenty minutes his face never changed ex- 
pression, or rather, never acquired — et- 

ression. He just looked and looked an 
ooked away through that coach of comfort 
toſthe traveler until every one in the car bé- 
gan to fidget about and to wonder what he 
wanted them todo. The stare told them that 
there was something wrong about them indi- 
vidually and collectively. It was the ‘* Hoke 
Smith” stare, or it was from that darky that 
Hoke got it. They are the only two who can

- BULLETS THAT ARE FIRED BY GAS. d 


Gun That Makes Little Neise and No 
Smoke Tried in England. 

The Giffard gun, which was tried recently 
at Nottingham by a board of English army 
officers, seems likely to be the first gun which 
uses any other propelling agent than powder 
to attain anything like a practical success. 
The propelling agent of M. Paul Giffard’s 
rifle is liquefied carbonic acid gas. The gun 
itself is not new, nor is the principle upon 
which it is constructed; M. Giffard has hud a 
gun before the publie for more than three 
years, put since that time he has made several 
improvements and considerably modified it in 
detail. The propelling agent which he uses 
makes very little noise and no smoke and 
lea ves no odor. Only a very slight recoil fol- 
lows the discharge and the gun does not foul. 
The propelling agent is always completely 
under the control of the person handling the 

n. 

“7 8 the Giffard gun is something 
like a Winchester shotgun. It has an ordi- 
nary ome barrel, underneath which is 
fitted a Giffard reservoir, as the magazine is 
called. This reservoir is a steel cylinder 
closed at one end and fitted at the other end 
with a valve. The reservoir contains a sup- 
ply of liquefied carbonic acid gas lat a 
ressure of two tons to the square 
nch, sufficient for from forty to sixty 
rounds, according as the gun is to be used at 
along or short range. These reservoirs are 
tes 


the strength necessary to hold the gas under 
pressure, and are guaranteed to be perfectly 
sound and safe. The special valve at the end 
of the reservoir isso contrived that at each 
pull of the trigger the regulated quantity of 
gas enters the bullet chamber. 

The rifle is of the hammerless type and is 
neat in appearance and handyin form. All 
the parts are interchangeable and can be re- 
placed. Such a safety catch is used as is 
fitted on hammerless shotguns. 
The throwing forward of the lever, which 
serves also as the trigger-guard, opens the 
bullet chamber for the insertion of the bullet, 
which fs conical shaped. It also cocks the 
gun and moves the counter which records the 
number of charges fired. The same action 

laces the gun at saſe.“ By returning the 
fever to its position the bullet chamber is 
closed. movement releases the safety 
catch, 

When the trigger is pulled the tumbler 
strikes the firing pin, which presses against 
the valve of the reservoir, opening it momen- 
tarily. This permits the regulated quantity of 
gas to escape into the chamber, where it in- 
stantly expands, forcing the projectile through 
the with increasing impetus until it 
leaves the muzzle. The charged reservoir 
may be kept for any time, under any con- 
ditions of climate, without suffering deteriora- 
tion or waste. 

The provision for informing the users as to 
the number of charges fired is a rotating dial, 
on which an 1 —— at — tenth 
round the number of charges remaining.

I left the house and promised the Kadi to 
come every day to sée his son without charg- 
ing him anything for my services. My object 
in doing so was to become well acquainted 
with the obseure inhabitants of the desert as 
to their morals and customs. This was an 
opportunity of unusual advantage and I em- 
braced it. A Kadi is well informed on every 
point and has the right to go and enter every- 
where, therefore I thought I could obtain 
from him all that I wished concerning the 
subject. So I made daily visits, and soon my 
presence in the house became familiar. 


Intelligent in Their Simplicity. 


Notwithstanding their want of education, 
their knowledge being limited to the script- 
ures of the Koran, many of the Arabian wom- 
en are naturally intelligent and converse with 
sound reason. It seems that in their — and 
solitary meditatious they acquire naturally the 
experience that we acquire t h social in- 
tercourse or reading. Their speech is free 
from exaggeration and uncorrupted by any 
vulgar expression. They represent the world 
in its primitive state, with its simplicity and 
native grace. The Arabic language is an in- 
strument perfectly well adapted to their sim- 
plicity.

When there is a supply of stemmed leaves 
in the stemming-room the hands of to- 
baceo are hung on hickory sticks four feet 
long end are carried up-stairs. The men and 
boys swing a stick over each shoulder and away 
they go, tramp, tramp, to one of the upper 
rooms of the five-story building. There the 
sticks are hung in five tiers, one above the 
other, of sorted hogshead lots. 

The wooden shutters of the innumerable 
windows are often removed on damp days 
during the months of storage to stretch the 
leaf, or on dry ones to evaporate the juices. 
An experienced man passes again and again 
between the brown curtains of swinging leaves, 
examining as he goes. until at last the striking 
of strips is ordered. Again there comes the 
tramp, tramp of the men; this time they are 
carrying the sticks with their load of leaves to 
the bulking-room. Here the tobacco is again 
bulked to create a sweat, and here it remains 
until convenience dictates its removal to the 
press-room, where the hogsheads when filled 
are packed and pressed or prized, headed, and 
branded with the handler's trade mark. A 
purchaser in the London market values his 
brands in tobacco as in domestics. Again 
weighed, it is ready for shipment. It will go, 
possibly, to a Louisville warehouse and thence 
to a foreign port, but oftener it gues directly 
to the importer. 

Eng 's exclusion of tobacco from the 
free list makes it 1 to ship the 
stein med tobacco. hat is known as Irish 
and Scotch leaf, however, is sometimes ex- 
ported with the stem in the leaf.

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ca | IDAHO'S OPAL FIELDS. 


THE BEAUTIFUL STONES FOUND IN 
; OWYHEE COUNTY. 


Evidences of Seismic Convulsions Where a 
City of Tents Now Rests Peacefally=— 
The Opals Are Folded Away in the 
Rocks Like Chocolate Drops in a Huge 
Cake=The Specimens Are Pronounced 
Genuine and of Considerable Value—A 
Chicago Man Invests. 

Boisz Crry, Idaho, July 2.—jSpecial Cor- 
respondence.|—Thirty years ago, or there- 
abouts, the ery echoed by the crowds who 
flocked from all parts of the east to Idaho 
was: On to the ; now it is: On to 
Opaline,”’ the newly discovered opal fields in 
Owyhee County, about forty miles from this 
‘city. Then the search was for gold; now it is 
for diamonds, opals, and other precious 
stones. And as the gold and silver mines of 
Idaho rivaled those of the world in richness 
and staying qualities, so the opal fields bid 
fair to prove as great a bonanza asthe mines 
of gold, silver, and copper. 

When the news first reached here that opals 
had been discovered in the new district every- 
body was skeptical, They thought it was but 


a happy device originating in the fertile brain 
of the impecunious prospector for the purpose 
of raising the wind. Butas the days rolled 
by, and evidences in the shape of valuable 
opals began to accumulate here, and as the at- 
tention of leading capitalists from abroad 
was being attracted and they were investing in 
the mines, the former impression passed away, 
and Idaho people began to believe that the 
opal industry was a veritable reality. The in- 
dustry is as yet in its infancy, but the valuable 
stones are here, und all that is required is 
pluck, industry, and capital to develop the 
numerous claims, 

The opal fields are reached from Nampa, a 
smart little town on the Union Pacific rail- 
road. Stages carrying both mail and pas- 
sengers leave Nampa for Opaline three times 
a week, while almost every day some one goes 
over by private conveyance. During the last 
week leading capitalists from New York, Chi- 
cago, San Francisco, Denver, and other points 
have visited the district, and all speak quite 
hopefully of the eamp, while some have made 
investments in the new diggings. 

Opaline, the embryo city of the diggings. is 
situated on the foot-hills of the Owyhee 
mountains about twenty miles from Silver 
City. It is as yet a city of tents, the only 
buildings worth mentioning being the large 

commodious hotel now nearly completed, 
built by E. H. Flemming, the leading man in 
Opaline, and the founder of the tuwn; and a 
small structure owned by the recorder who 
came over from Silver City to record the 
claims, taking upa small ranch meanwhile 
and prospecting — opals when he has the time. 
Flemming, better known here as the man 
from Texas,“ has had great faith in the out- 
come of the district, and owns quite a number 
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HALF OF AN OPAL POD, 


of claims in an around Opaline. Hundreds 
are pouring into the camp each week. 

7 is situated beautifully, and is a 
modern mining town. All around the place 
are numerous hot springs, the water of which 
is hot enbugh to boil an egg, while in sharp 
contrast, there is an almost icecold spring 
near there that supplies the town with water. 

The formation of the country in the vicinity 
where the opals are found indicates that far 
back in some remote geologic period it has 
passed through an ordeal by fire. Marks of 
the fire are on the rockx, and lava abounds. 
It is in those favored spots where the tempera- 
ture was just right that the opals are found. 

The first thing to attract the attention of 
the visitor is the number of what at first seem 
to be large ash-piles, but which on closer ex- 
amination are found to be piles of decomposed 
lava rock.In piles are found fine opal glass 
1 up by some unknown force, and these 
are sure signs that there are opals near by. 
| Another sure sign is what is called opal 
bloom,“ a composite rock that powders 
easily, and is of a bluish green color. It gives 
out a slight degree of fire when you touch 

our tongue toit. Wherever this bloom is 
ound opals are not far off. This has been 
the experience in Opaline. - 

e opals found so far vary in sizq from 
that of a pea to a small acorn, and are worth 
all the way from $7 to $40 to the carat. 
Several of them have been sold at $40. Quite 
a number have been shipped to New York, 
and have been examined by experts who pro- 
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So far only a few mines have been opened 
to any considerable depth, the miners being 
content to skim over the surface. They are 
* to sink dee 1 re- 
sults. theory is when they get down 
below the water mark of the district the gems 
will be of greater purity, fire, and value. 

Capi 8 seem r to invest in good 
claims. Only a few days a man 
bought a prospect for $2 , in w not 
even a spade or pick has as yet been struck.

Exiles in Mountain and City, Lonely Men 
and Women Have Forsworn Their Kind 
Austin Sheldon, Who Has Lived Alone 
in a Pennsylvania Cave for Fifty-Four 
Years=The Strange Hermit of the Biue 
Mountains and His Home—Lone Woman 
Who Keeps Her Love Green, 

Here I have lived for forty years and here 
I hope to die. I want no other company than 
these woods and mountains give me. All I 
ask of my fellows is that they will lea ve me to 
follow in peace my own desires.” 

The man who spoke in this curious way was 
Austin Sheldon, the famous hermit of Pike 
County, Pa.; the place, the entrance to his 
home, a small and gloomy cave in the densely 
wooded mountain a dozen miles or so from 
Dingman’s, the sleepy little village so well 
known to lovers of the stream andchase. A 
curious and striking figure is this old 
hermit, now far past 80; features sharp, 
form thin still erect, eyes keen 
and glittering, and hair and long and flowing 
beard as white as the midwinter snow. It 


is now fifty-four years since he made his 
appearance in Pike County and purchased 
a small farm near Blooming Grove. No 
one knew where he came from, and as 
to. his past he himself was as silent as the 
grave. He had no visitors, he lived alone, 
and his brief visits to Milford were few and 
far between. Those who came in contact 
with him found him a man of education 
and superior intelligence, but he quietly 
repelled all attempts to break in upon his 
solitary life, and at the end of a few years 
sold his farm and went to live in a cave 
on the adjacent mountain side. Here upon 
a time a party of hunters found him one 
cold winter’s day stricken with fever and 
slowly starving. e good people of Ding- 
man’s, whence he was taken, gave him ten- 
der care, and when he recovered he went 
back to his home on the mountain side. 
Here, after the lapse of many years, he 
was found by relatives from Connecticut, 
who had long sought for himin vain. They 
besought him to return to his old Eastern 
home, but without avail, and after provid- 
ing for his wants they left him to follow 
his strange and solitary life undisturbed. 
Before they left they told to inquirers the 
touching story of Sheldon’s life. Married 
to a beautiful girl, whom he tenderly loved, 
her sudden death a few weeks after their 
wedding day made him henceforth a changed 
man. e grew silent and morose, and after 
a few months sold his property in Connecticut 
and disappeared. In the wilds of Pike wr 
he found the solitude and quiet he so muc 
desired, and there, with his Bible as his only 
companion, save for one brief period, he has 
since resided. Eight years ago he again fell 
sick and, found as before by hunters, was 
taken to Dingman’s. His sister came from 
Connecticut to nurse him, and when his 
health was restored, persuaded him to accom- 
pany her home. But the longing for bis cave 
and the forest solitude soon proved too strong 
to be resisted and a few months’ time 
found him back in his oddly chosen home, 
which, he said, he should never leave again 
—. thus far his resolution has been faithfully 
ept. 
| The Blue Mountain Solitary. 

Amos Sheldon is not the only hermit of 
whom Pennsylvania can boast. Up among the 
summits of the Blue Mountains, where they 
separate Berks from Schuylkill County, has 
lived for more than a generation Matthias 
Berger, one of the strangest of all strange 
characters and famous for many miles around 
as the Blue Monntain Hermit.“ Berger, 
who is now 80 years of age, lives in a small 
circular hut built of chestnut logs driven 


obliquely into the ground crev- 
ices filled with leaves and mountain 
clay. The thick walls are proof 


alike against the cold of winter and the heat 
of summer. The interior of the hut is fur- 
nished in the rudest manner, and the old her- 
mit sleeps on a board resting on huge pegs 
driven into the wall. Berger came to Amer- 
ica from Germany half a century ago, and 
soon after his arrival became a chopper in 
the then unbroken forests of the B)ue Mount- 
ains, living alone in a rude hut on the site of 
his present one, and, in the course of time, 
acquiring a competence which now that he is 
too old to work insures him against want. The 
nearest farmhouse is four miles distant and 
he has few visitors. The result of the Presi- 
dential election of 1888 he did not learn until 
the following spring, when the news was 
brought to him by a wanderi hunter. In 
the cleared space about his hut he raises grain 
and vegetables sufficient for his needs; the 
apple and peach trees which he planted long 
ago every autumn yield him an abundant 
harvest, and in the winter the wild turkey 
supplies him with fresh meat. Formerly he 
was an indefatigable hunter and in his time 
has killed hundreds of catamounts and scores 
of bears.

She reached the age of 84 and for forty-eight 
years lived the life of a hermit, residing during 
all that time in a tumble-down hovel, the fall- 
ing timbers of which finally produced the in- 
juries which caused herdeath.

OPIUM TRADE FOSTERED BY ENGLAND, 


The Terrible Drug Made in India Under 
Official Supervision. 

I recently visited the largest opium farm 
in the world,“ said a New York druggist, 
chatting with a friend at the Leland Hotel. 
Some fifteen years ago philanthropists were 
indignant to learn that 50,000 acres of land, 
hitherto uncultivated, in Mozambique, and 
belonging to the Portuguese, had been granted 
to a British and Anglo-Indian company, hav- 
ing a capital of £200,000, for raising poppies 
and making opium. The company had pro- 
cured the exclusive right to export opium, 
free of duty, through all the custom-houses of 
the province of Mozambique, and was con- 
ducting a lucrative trade. Considermg the 
manifold evils which opium has caused in 
Asia, particularly in China, the increase of 
the drug, and the increase of its smuggling 
into that country, is justly regarded by phi- 
lanthropists as a great wrong to humanity. 
They say that the Anglo-Indian Government 
should be held responsible for the deleterious 
opium trade. Thereis a district of 12,000 

uare miles on the banks of the Ganges 
where the poppy is exclusively cul- 
tivated; and its growth is encouraged in 
more southern parts of Hindostan. The plant, 
sold to the officer of the Indian Government 
at a fixed price, is made into opium under su- 
pervision of the government at Queen’s 
factories at Patna and Ghazipore, sent to Cal- 
cutta, and there bought by merchants who

Out 
of about 0,000 _ chests of opium 
made annually in India 60,000 chests 


areconsumed in China, the ere i

Malacca. The tax on the opium sent into 
China amounts to some 410,000,000, which

The 
result was a desultory war. resulting in the 
capture of Canton and other poste, the trans- 
fer of Hongkong to the English, the ment 
to them of 46.000.000 as indemn ty, and 
their continued connivance at the opium 
trade, which they are steadily increasing. No- 
body expects John Bull to be any better than 
his neighbors, despite his pretense and preach- 
ing. But since he is as he is his sins would 
be less conspicuous and less odious if he could 
be persuaded to lay aside a moderate portion 
of his intolerable cant. His boasted, efforts

THE RAINBOW IN THE CAMERA. 


The Color Negatives Obtained by the Lipp- 
: man Process. 

F. Berget of the laboratory staff in the de- 
partment of physical research at the Sor- 
bonne has recently submitted at a meeting of 
the Photo club of Paris some landscape nega- 
tives in color which the Messrs. Lumiere have 
obtained by the method of M. Lippman. Aft- 
er many experiments the Lumieres have suc- 
ceeded in making gelatine bromure plates 
that retain their sensitiveness long enough 
and are of a texture sufficiently delicate to 
permit the reproduction of colors, so that it 
was possible at the meeting of the society to 
see the marvelous results which these photog- 
raphers have obtained. 

he pictures that you behold in these nega- 
tives are like aquarelles, says a Paris corre- 
spondent of the New York Courier des Etats 
Unis. Here is a eluster of flowers; roses, vio- 
lets, jasmins appear in their proper colors— 
their real colors—with all their infinite deli- 
cacy of multiple and various tones. Every- 
thing is there the green, the white, the blue, 
the red; the rose and the violet, with their 
subtle, | velvety hues—everything is there ex- 
cept the fragrance of the flowers. Here, again, 
is a bit of park scenery with a sky of exact! 
rendered blue, with graveled pathways which 
one distinguishes with perfect clearness from 
the earth graded for the greensward; here is 
a ravishing little cottage, all bathed in sun- 
shine—and what sunshine!—and here a vista 
under the trees, the lights deliciously dis- 
tributed, and the whole view giving the sensa- 
tion of nature itself. 

Next was shown the photographic reproduc. 
tion of a series of chrotmo-lithegraphs whose 
crude colors you see on the boxes of wax 
matches in daily use. Here is the Marshal 
Soult,’? or the figure so-called, who is depicted 
with his frigate hat, surmounted with a 
plume or superb white; that tone of white,“ 
says M. Berget, the reproduction of which is 
the culmination of color photography.“ Here 
are colored photographs of colored carica- 
tures, of the staring posters you have seen so 
many times on the walls that you recognize 
the familiar hues when the negative is exhib- 
ited under the oxy-hydrogen light. There was 
also shown a color photograph of a Japanese 
screen with the exotic coloring peculiar to 
that sort of painting. 

M. Berget gave on this subject the following 
explanations: “ Color photography has cer- 
— just made a great step forward. The 
problem is today settled, for we have now 
films equally sensitive to all the colors. Ob. 
serve the blue and the white in the landscapes 
which have been shown us. In ordinary pho- 
tographs the sky is, as you know, of a crude 
white; it is said to be solarized. In these 
new photographs the sky comes out with its 
own true blue, As to that white which 
is the resultant of all the simple colors 
in combination, it is admirably reproduced 
by the new films, because they are sensitive 
to all the simple colors alike. It must be 
said, however, that it still remains to acceler- 
ate the time of exposure, which is now from 
twenty-five to thirty minutes, while at first it 
exceeded an hour. It would be difficult to 
finda person obliging enough or anxious 
enough to have his picture taken in bolors, to 
remain motionless for a half hour in the 
bright sunlight. Another desideratum: Every 
color photograph now taken is unique, as was 
formerly the case by the daguerreotype 
process. We need to discover a method of 
making color prints on paper.

FOLLY OF HAVING —— HEADS FOR 
A GREAT WORLD'S FAIR. 


“Gath” Turns Back to the Philadelphia 
Exposition to Show) How Unpartisan 
Local Boards Are Hampered by Polit- 
ical Commissioners=Machinery Which 
Observes Sunday=Power of Dutch in 
Java=Sketches of Artists Whose Works 
May Be Seen at the World's Fair. 

As we will have more World's Fairs in the 
future, having had but three up to date, it 
might be well for some one to compile the 
story of the obstructions, misdirections, and 
false starts in the present expensive Fair. 

I observe that the National Commission, so- 
called, has a political flavor about it, Unless 
men are rich, or live frugally, they are not 
going to bestow six months of their time upon 
the mere matter of awards at a fair, unless 
they have somebody to serve or some notions 


of recompense. 

The Philadelphia Fair of 1876 was marked 
by the same imperfect confidence between the 
local boards and the National Board. The 
Philadelphians who had to raise the money 
for the Fair, and whose genius and energy 
raised the great buildings there, looked 
askance upon the outsiders who came clothed 
with a national badge, I remember that 
Dobbins, the builder of the large buildings, 
said: **We can get along with Goshorn, but, 
my God, don’t send us any body else.“ 

Having disturbed the Fair to the height of 
their powers the so-called National Commis- 
sion and Congress turned their backs upon it 
at the conclusion and the Philadelphians lost 
‘all the money they subscribed to the project. 

At one or two of the foreign fairs, and 
especially in France, suspicions have been en- 
tertained of the integrity of the jury of 
awards. Inthe present age an exaggerated 
importance is given to the medals, honorable 
mentions, etc., of such an exhibition.. France 
being a republic, and subject to the same 
temptations and want of restraints and of cor- 
rections as our own country, the American 
exhibiters did not like the 5 the French- 
men danced around them, as if they would 
like to become personally acquainted before 
they tested the merits of the articles displayed. 
Yet, there was no scandal in seq uence, and 

rhaps this exhibition will turn out all right. 

he arbitrary man, whd undertakes to im- 
pose his views of conferring medals and fa- 
vors, is generally a nuisance, 

I spoke to one of the National Commission- 
ers the day they came to some solution of the 
methods of giving awar(is, and he said: Mr. 
Thacher is right. Congress said that this 
should not be a competitive Fair. People 
came here who wanted their history to be 
taken into consideration; that they had made 
certain products fora long period of time, 
and were not therefore to be measured with 
some special product which might be very care- 
fully prepared solely for the exhibit here.“ 
Probably, in the long run, the people will 
care very little about medals obtained from 
expositions. The piano people have been the 
prineipal quarrelers on the ground, and 
pianos in America come under the head of 
wasteful running expenses. 

Keeping Sunday by Machinery. 


The second Sunday or Sabbath opened the 
gates of the Exhibition after a fashion, allow- 
ing the people to go in ufter they paid the 
price and then not allowing them to see much 
of anything in operation. Steam, which does 
the work of man and saves him from the sin 
of Sabbath labor, was shut off. Man, mean- 
time, was firing up the furnaces in the 
churenes and digging graves in the cemetery 
and the preachers were earning their salaries 
on this particular day of the week in which 
they condensed the week’s labor. Marriage 
fees were being taken in, the collection being 
taken up, the quarterly conference and the 
fund for the heathen ing roared aloud, 
But a little coal, which might drive the 
belting in Machinery Hall, was not allowed 
to do any sin. Too much regard was had for 
the souls of the megatheriums and iguanadons 
who lived in the floral age, and whose remains 
and provender were turned up in the coal 
fields. Those extinct Mosaic animals were 
not allowed to labor. Man was made for the 
Sabbath and for the bed of Procrustes. The 
discussion, however, of the Sabbath question 
never would have come up with the Vigor we 
have seen but for the attempt to close these 
Exhibition gates. Old John Quincy Adams 
wrote down in his diary, when he saw his 
préjudices one after the other overrun by the 
multitude: ‘* There is one thing in this coun- 
try which can beat everything, and that is 
democracy.”’ 

As | like to talk to the lowly people, who 
have the elements of original information, I

“I think not. I went last Sunday. After 
paying my admission 1 found a very large 
part of the show not open to be seen. After 
paying to go in and to get out there and back 

for something to eat and drink, I found 
that, asa poor man, I could not afford to go 
uny more. The admission is too high for the 
prot. The waiters expected that when the 
‘air came along they would get tips quite out 
of the proportion they received. But the Fair 
has brought to Chicago about the meanest 
people we ever saw, as waiters. Women, 
come out here, seventeen in number, with two 
men. Of course nobody gives us anything 
but the two men. The seventeen women 
never think of giving anything to a waiter. 
As the rates have been put up and our old 
boarders have gone off to their country seats, 
letting the new people come in, we find our- 
selves running under bare poles. No, I can- 
not go tothe Fair as long as it ts 50 cents 
when my only day is Sunday, and then I do 
not see half the Fair, and must put a substi- 
tute in my place some weekday in order that 

I may see the rest of it.“

Dutch not only o Java, but Sumatra and 
other parts of the Hast Indies, amounting to a 
population of 28,000,000, larger than Italy, 
and nearly as many people as live in Great 
Britain and Ireland. If t people only had 
the knowledge, what could they not do? But 
as the Dutch have the knowledge, these 28,- 
000,000 merely raise coffee, etc., for the 
small Dutch nation which is com onl 
of 4,000,000 le. Every Dutch man an 
woman, therefore, in effect, operates from six 
to seven East Indians. The Dutch control in 
the East Indies over 20,000 square miles of

e hear very little about Holland in our 
day because the Greater Holland is off there 
between the Indian and Pacifie Oceans.

Bar- 
tholdi has been exhibiting since 1852—forty- 
one years. The instinctive seizure of the 
French on good themes is a high department 
of their art. They are never in want of a 
subject, be it still or theatrical. Bartholdi 
has made the Gallic barbarian who resisted 
Cesar, Vercingetorix, live again. has revived 
old Lafayette, who is not 1 in France, 
because he did not force enemy’s center, 
fire 200 cannon, dismiss an Ambassador, 
divorce his wife, and kick the stage manager 
down the Empire stairs. 

Now and then a French artist like Baudry 
declines commissions unless to paint some 
grand opera-house ceiling with puissant or at- 
mospheric nudes. Bonnet came from Bayonne, 
born sixty years ago, and etudied at Madrid un- 
der Madrazo, and was sent to Italy by friends. 
Bouguereau was born in 1825 at the old Hu- 
de nt place of La Rocheile, and while in a 

usiness house at Bordeaux attended drawing 
school two hours a day. When with so little 
traiffing he took the prize over the other pu- 
pils they meanly raised a riot. His uncle, a 
priest at Saintonge, gave him shelter for his 
easel where no painter had ever been, and 
he worked hard to save $180, with which 
he entered Picot’s study at Paris. At 
25 he gained the grand prize which 
sent him to and at 29 
he had has decorated 
theaters and churches and town hails. In 
1873 he painted the nymphs and satyrs now 
in Stokes’ barroom, a superb specimen of 
cold-vestal style, the nymphs being lit by 
‘moon and sun, their flesh 1 — like 
icicles, their desirableness not human, their 
delicate fun mermaidish and brattle. This is 
another Frenchman who beats the ancients, 
paints cold, clean wives and peasant girls 
ever washed and incapable of catching dirt. 

Frederick A. Bridgeman was born in Ala- 
bama,1847,studied bank-noté engraving, went 
to the r art schools, and at 19 became 
a pupil of Gerome, who was twenty-three 
years his senior. Gerome entered Delaroche’s 
studio in 1841. .These two artists will be 
some centuries bei dispiaced, and there 
is a resembiance in their methods. Gerome 
seems the Euphorian son of Delaroche 
Faust. He took the. wife of Ste- 
vens as he would borrow a picture 
frame, or Mahomet take away his friend’s 
wife. Vacslar Brozik, a Bohemian, was born 
where Wallenstein revolted against the em- 
pire. He studied at Prague and with Piloty 
and threw himself into the Hussite and old 
Bohemian themes. He is the revolutionary 

inter of Europe, what David was to the 

rench Revolution, the counterpart in Aus- 
tria-Bohemia of Munkacsy in Austria-Hun- 

ury. Since 1878 Brozik has been exhibiting. 
W. F. De Haas, born 1830, and M. F. H. De 
Haas, 1832, were both Rotterdammers who 
settled in New York and painted American 
themes, showing the transmutable or rather 
genuine character of Dutch art. Edward 
Dubufe is the son of Charles Marie Du- 
bufe, a notable portrait painter, who 
died in 1864; the son was born in 1816, and 
blended lessons from his father and Delaroche. 
and began to show in 1889, and made popu- 
lar portraits. Mariano Fortuny came from 
near Barcelona, Spain, born 1838, and was 
on Prim’s staff in Morocco. He married 
Madrazo, the Spanish court. painter’s daugh- 
ter, and between Rome. Granada, and Moroc- 
co painted like Rubens in his day of wealth, 
a ter of the novelist’s themes, worldly

Cabanel, from the south of France, was sent 
to Rome at government expense to be edu- 
cated, after he had produced two notable 
pictures, and from painting tableaux he went 
into portraits, and became the favorite painter 
of the Empress Eugénie; he made modern 
women Venuses, and so refined hia flesh tints 
that he approached insipidity, but he brought 
upag many excellent students, for paint- 
ers are known by their pupils as well as by 
their paintings. 

Melesonler came from Lyons, born the year 
before the fal) of Napoleon naparte. He 
chose genre subjects, and was both military 
and sentimental in his themes, and his paint- 
ings bounded up to high prices. An American

Stewart of New York gave ,000, it is 
lieved, for one of his Napoleon pictures, on 
which he is said to have worked for fifteen 
years, and which stands about the highest in 
size of any of his canvases.

worldly wise of modern painters, and it is 
hard to believe that genre painters of the sev- 
enteenth or eighteenth century were any bet- 
ter than himself. 

The French give out strong themes for their 
young students, and Lefebvre, the exquisite 
draftsman who painted the wonderful nude 
called Truth,“ with the lamp, had to take 
for his subject when a boy The Death of 
Priam,” thus inviting classical research. 
Knaus, a German, who cut loose from the

This hospital was the inning, but not 
ackenzie’s troubles. It flourished 
and caused je&lousies and open fights, but at 
last the enemy was vanquished. 3 

Mr. Haweis devotes a chapter -to Macken- 
zie’s private practice, which was exception- 
ally remunerative. His fee was two guineas, 
no matter what he did, which seemed to En- 
glishmen a terrible price, and yet there are 
many American specialists whothink nothing 
of asking four guineas for the same thing. Of 
Sir Morell’s working day Mr. Haweis says: 

Mackenzie's average day was fourteen hours of 
steady professional toil. He rose early, was out 
of the house by 9 to visit certain urgent cases, 
which he usually contrived to get lodged in 

ire street or Beaumont street. He was 
back 10, by which time his various consult- 
ing-rooms were crowded. Then he plunged into 
the thick of the day's work. He passed from one 
room to another, and carried on several cases 
simultaneously, often with—astonishing speed. 
Whilst one patient was removing his wrapper 
Mackenzie passed through a door and gavea 
gargie toasecond. Whilst this one cleared his 
throat he would pass into another room and 
puff a powder down a third’s throat, by which 
for him, and, en 4 
ping his instruments out of his carbolized 8¹ 
case. he would deftly remove his tonsils. 

His diagnosis with the laryngoscope was aston- 
ishingly rapid. The mirror was instantly fixed, 
the light instantly caught, the throat illumined 
and scanned down to the beast-bone, and the in- 
spection was over in a moment. ; 

The patient was often dismissed with a pre- 
scription or advice before he had well surveyed 
his physician. Unlike some doctors, Mackenzie 
idem needed explanations from his patients. 
At a glance he seemed intuitively to grasp the 
case. They say he made mistakes—I suppose al! 
doctors do sometimes—but he seldom failed to 
inspire confidence and hope, and in the vast ma- 
jority of instances he wrought great alleviation 
or a lasting cure. 

He only puffed «1 powder down my throat and 
charged me two guineas!’ complained one pa- 
— “and whenever I went the same thing hap- 


But you got well?“ ; 

“ Yes, I certainly got well; he did cure me.” 

“Then you ought to be thankful, and consider 
your guineas well spent. A less skillful man 
might bave cut your throat or bungled over you 
for months.”’ 

Mackenzie’s methods were sometimes de- 
nounced as risky, and it was said a good many 
of his patients died. “Indeed, he often spoke to 
me on this very subject. Of course, he said, 
“the mortality at our hospital is very great; pa- 
tients try the other * first, and many 
come to ours only when their case is hopeless. 
have still greater difficulties in my private prac- 
ice. “ 

Consideration for the Poor. 


Mr. Haweis says that there was no end to 
the extortion said to have been practiced by 
Mackenzie.“ He has a heap of abusive let- 
ters, but singulariy enough they are all 
from ical men.“ Not one of his patients 
accuses him of extortion. Of Mackenzie’s 
kindness of heart Mr. Haweis says: 

I knew thet Mackenzie was kind and generous, 
that he had a feeling heart, t sometimes when 
he had to perform a delicate oper ition his anx- 
iety for and sympathy with his patient well- 
nigh overcame him at the close, though his deep 
feeling had never been known to allow his hand 
to falter. I knew in a general way he was good 
to the very r,and I had myself brought before 
him cases of poor governesses, servants, reduced 
clergy, and worn-out schoolmasters, whom he 
had invariably treated for nothing, not unfre- 
quently providing them with wine from his own 
cellar and food from his kitchen, but until his 
death let loose the cloud of living witnesses I 
had no idea of the extent and frequency of bis 
generosity. 

A professional income of from £12,000 to 
£15.000 a year was, however, the chief source of 
his distinguished unpopularity. But on the other 
hahd, in France and in America, and before he 
became an awkward rival, in Germany too, the 
name of Mackenzie was held in something like 
exaited reverence as undoubtedly the greatest 
throat specialist alive—whose k was the 
standard one on throat disease, and whose 
genius, by o’erstepping those limits of routine 
prescribed by use and wont, which are the fatal 
watchdogs of vested interest and mediocrity, 
had opened up a new sphere in surgery and pop- 
ularized and developed a new instrument in 
diagnosis which has saved thousands of lives and 
relieved millions of sufferers. 

In his leisure hours Sir Morell was fond of 
amusement. He was devoted to the theater 
and counted many actors and actresses amo 
his friends. Even amateur acting —— 
him and he was very fond of directing plays 
in his own house. 


Leisure Life of a Physician. 


After a laborious day a short retirement, a nap, 
a stramonium cigarette for asthma seemed to 
restore him.

When the 
question of reply or no reply, said Mackenzie to 
me, was submitted to her pate 2 the Queen, 
with her unfailing intuition and invariably cor- 
rect Pay 4 said: I think that a reply ought 
to be made, and Lord Salisbury thinks so, too.“ 
But Mackenzie was not only silent tothe public 
about what might seem to amount almost toa 
royal command, which would have gone far to 
clear him in the eyes of thousands, lie even re- 
frained from using material in his habds which 
he might have used with full royal permission. 

At an interview which Sir Morell Mackenzie 


had with the Empress Frederick at Windsor 
Castle Feb. 23, 1889, from 7 to 8 @’clock, her 
Imperial Highness said: 

“You are at liberty to tell everyhody that I 


consider the German doctors’ pamphlet was a 
co lection of untruths and personally fnsulting to 
me, and that your book has been a great consola- 
tion ta me.“ The Empress added shortly after- 
wards: ** When your book arrived it was read by 
all the people at the palace, and no oge saw any- 
ney the least objectionable in it; on;the contra- 
ry, they all said it was most careful and purticu- 
larly moderate under the circumstances.’ 

In 1887, in one of those brief respites 
which he enjoyed in the earlier stages of the 
Emperor’s illness, Mackenzie hafl gone to 
Balmoral to visit the Queen, who had been re- 
quested by Frederick to confer a Enighthood 
upon his favorite medical attendant. The 
Queen's reply to her son-in-law’s request was 
written in German. Here is the translation:

“The ingenious | gentleman,” says the 
Art Amateur, whose special mission seems to 
be to estimate the value of paintings. by the 
square inch, affirms that the price of 272,100 
francs (nearly $55,000), lately paid at the Meis- 
sonier sale for the little picture, ‘Le Graveur 
& |’Eau-forte,’ is, relatively to its dimensions, the 
largest ever paid for a modern picture. 


Mr. Chauchard gave $170,000 for Meis- 
sonier’s ‘1814,’ but it is pointed 
out that this painting was considerably 


more than three times as large as Le Graveur. 
Some old masters have brought, relatively, still 
larger prices. The Duc d’Aumale paid $120,000

It has been remarked that never since the 
civil war have there been any artists who have 
devoted their attention to the painting of mili- 
tary subjects. A few illustrators have been suc- 
cessful in portraying scenes from the life of the 
American soldier of today wr historical scenes 
from the war, but no artist has produced any- 
thing like a series of successful military subjects. 
A reagon has been found for this by some artists 
in the unpleasant color scheme which inevitably 
results from the effect of introducing large masses 
of light and dark blue uniforms into a scene 
where there is little or no red or yellow to relieve it. 
It seemed after ‘the Franco-Prussian War that 
French artists would never tire of depicting 
scenes in the great struggle in which their coun- 
try had been so severely worsted, while among 
the victorious Germans there was scarcely an 
artist who produted anything like a successful 
battle picture. ie German uniforms, like those 
of American soldiers, were unattractive and 
somber, as a rule. It is probably a fact 
that the French are a more artistic people and 
feel more strongly the need of expressing their 
feelings through their art than other nations, but 
undoubtedly the trousers and the trim uni- 
forms had something to do with it.
